Ceramic artist, Leon Moburg, discusses and demonstrates 
design techniques for glazing bisqueware: spraying, pouring, 
trailing, dipping, brush designs, and combination effects 
achieved during firing.

John Canaday reconciles the art of the Middle Ages — art 
that projects mysticism, the medieval approach to life and 
death —with the modern American mind, a mind habituated 
to scientific inquiry.

A-141 Art Portrays a Changing World — Gothic to Early 
Renaissance (colour) 17 mins. 
Describes the historical transformation of medieval man to 
modern man, as evident in the new art style evolving in the 
late Middle Ages. Reviews Gothic architecture, sculpture, 
stained glass windows, altar pieces, and book illuminations 
pointing out that these Gothic creations expressed the com- 
munity spirit of the Middle Ages; contrasts this style with 
that shown in the works of early Renaissance masters which 
reflect man’s awakening interest in science, man’s rediscovery 
of nature, and the recognition of man as an individual.

A-126 Collage (colour) 15 mins. 
Explores the medium of collage and assemblage. Shows 
students and teachers as well as artists such as Esteban 
Vincente and Alex Katz at work.

A highly unusual technique in which colours dissolve and 
reappear in famous paintings is used to describe the elements 
of composition.

Shows the use of paper as a sculptural medium and how it 
lends itself to an unlimited range of variations and combina- 
tions.

A-131 Paper Maché (colour) 15 mins. 
Demonstrates the very wide expressive range which may be 
achieved with this simple and easily available material. 
Presents the basic processes involved in fashioning three- 
dimensional forms, from making the core to finishing and 
painting the surface. 1967 


A-144 Pictorial Sketching (b/w) 11 mins. 
This film covers the basic principles of pictorial sketching 
that every engineer must know. Using a combination of 


animated drawings and live photography, it describes the 
three methods of pictorial sketching — axometric, oblique, 
perspective — and explains where and how to use each 
method. 1954 


A-133 Posters (colour) 15 mins. 
The creation of posters concerns both student and teacher 
from third grade through high school. This film which shows 
the basic concepts and methods of poster design, is an in- 
dispensable aid not only to art classes, but to all other areas 
of student activities.

A-134 Prints (colour) 15 mins.

This demonstration begins with the selection of a design for 
a dress material, then shows how the design is translated 
into a silk screen stencil and printed on the textile. Shows 
use of the swivel-stencil knife, lacquer film, lithographer’s 
crayon, liquid tusche, and registration board. Suggests use 
of this printing method for Christmas cards, place mats, and 
other materials. 1952 


A-137 Treasures of Time — Oriental Art (colour) 15 mins. 
Uses examples taken from the collection of Oriental Art in 
two art galleries in Kansas City to illustrate Chinese and 
Japanese paintings, sculpture, and decorative arts which 
demonstrate the fact that art tells the history of culture. 
Includes views of a Chinese temple with its wall hanging 
and of a Japanese home where scroll paintings and pottery 
are displayed in a “‘tokonoma”. 1963 


A-138 Treasures of Time: Sculpture (colour) 15 mins. 
An introduction to sculpture which relates the works in 
museums to everyday life — fountains in the park, public 
buildings, beauty in the home — and at the same time 
shows how statuary reflects the culture and times of the 
nation where it is created. In addition, the film provides a 
brief summation of important periods in the history of 
sculpture from the Greek to the Renaissance, and it pre- 


sents short, clear descriptions of carving and modeling. 
Many fine works are presented, showing that sculpture can 
be large and small, mobile or stabile; of many materials; 
and of widely varied subjects and diverse characteristics. 1963 


A-147 20th Century Art — A Break With Tradition 

(colour) 20 mins. 
Explains why twentieth century painters broke away from 
long-established principles of composition and created a new 
language of art. Describes the pioneering artistic movements 
which revolutionized art, and presents the novel concepts of 
colour and form. Points out that while searching for new 
values, contemporary painters succeed in creating a pictorial 
record of today’s complex world. 1965 


A-139 Watercolour (colour) 15 mins. 
IIlustrates the unique characteristics of watercolour as a 
painting medium and the many ways in which it may be 
used from simple pan colours to a wide palette of tube 
colours. Emphasizes the importance of personal vision in 
the development of an individual style. 1968

An examination of man’s age-old curiosity concerning the 
world around him, and where this curiosity has led him. The 
story of how intelligent questioning leads to scientific dis- 
covery. Includes sequences on cryogenics, language transla- 
tion, vapour growth, and optical maser. 1965 


C-30 A Storeful of Ideas (colour) 18 mins, 
A housewife shops for the family in the supermarket, com- 
paring prices, selecting brand names, etc. Some of the factors 
that influence her decisions are demonstrated. 1967 


C-31 What is a Corporation? (colour) 10 mins. 
In this film we see a series of examples of corporations. 
Some are large, some small, some are businesses, some are 
non-business corporations. Facts of incorporation and some 
of the rights and responsibilities of a corporation are shown. 
It is pointed out that a corporation is one form of business 
ownership, and that this form of business ownership allows 
the business to function as a person — in the eyes of the 
law.

Three timeless stories, THE CITY MOUSE AND THE 
COUNTRY MOUSE, THE FOX AND THE GRAPES, and 
ANDROCLES AND THE LION, are given a modern film 
presentation. 1967 


E-202 A Balloon Goes Up (colour) 6 mins. 
To introduce young students to manned flight, this charm- 
ing, animated story tells of the very first flight from earth 
when three animals, not people, were sent aloft from France 
in a balloon. 1963 


E-203 Big People — Little People (colour) 9 mins. 
Designed to encourage feelings of identity, to define to the 
child a concept of himself as a child, and to show him his 
need for adults as he is growing up, the film is a fantasy in 
which children run the Big City. The story is authentically 
based on the ideas of children’s life games which are very 
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familiar to them and which they have no trouble accepting 
as “‘real’’. In the midst of the busy ““working’’ day, the 
moment of truth for the child viewer to consider is posed in 
the film in the moving, wistful view of an unoccupied play- 
ground.

E-204 Boswelle’s Bon Voyage (colour) 9 mins. 
Introducing primary students to some of the far off places 
they will study and visit some day is Boswelle, a real life 
shaggy dog. As his exciting adventures in Europe and Africa 
take place, the film shows that the world extends far beyond 
one’s own community. 1966 


E-176 Carl Sandburg (b/w) 30 mins. 
The famous American poet, biographer of Lincoln, plays 
his guitar and sings folk songs in a style no less familiar 
than his gift for poetry. He speaks with heartwarming elo- 
quence of his lifelong dedication to his writings on the life 
of Lincoln. 1958 


E-205 Clown (colour) 15 mins. 
A shaggy little dog, Clown, lives in Monmartre with a street 
urchin, and the two are inseparable; but one day Clown runs 
off while the boy plays cards with other boys. Using a paint- 
ing of Clown, the child desperately searches for his dog. He 
has nearly given up hope of finding his only friend when at 
last he sees him, and overjoyed, rushes to embrace the 
equally delighted puppy. But the tears of joy turn to tears 
of despair. His beloved dog is tied, and the rope is held by a 
poor old blind man. The boy slowly walks away, leaving 
Clown forever. 1969 


E-177 The Deer and the Forest — A Story Without Words 

(b/w) 16 mins. 
To build an understanding and awareness of our natural 
wildlife, and to present a simple story about the deer in 
terms of his natural habitat. Against a scenic vista that 
changes with the varying seasons, the life of the deer un- 
folds. The atmosphere of peace is shattered, when an en- 
counter takes place between two great bucks. 1968 


E-178 Dick Whittington and His Cat (colour) 15 mins. 
This timeless story of the poor boy whose affection for a 
stray cat leads to wealth and fame is beautifully filmed in 
an animated puppet technique. Useful for a variety of 
language arts activities, the film shows that kindness and 
generosity are often rewarded. 1966 


E-179 Emperor’s Oblong Pancake (colour) 6 mins. 
A bright and lively version of the story about an Emperor 
who tried to change all the round objects in his kingdom to 
an oblong shape. After several amusing experiences he 
realizes, and the primary students will too, that some things 
must be round to function while with others, shape does not 
affect their use. 1964 


E-180 Eyes are for Seeing (colour) 9 mins. 
This beautifully photographed film is designed to develop an 


awareness and perception of the common and uncommon 
things we can see everyday. It is a purely visual experience 
in which marvelous things seem to happen on the screen. 
Familiar and extraordinary visuals are integrated throughout 
the film to make repeated statements about colour, mass, 
and form. The film can lead to numerous language art activi- 
ties including painting, model construction, mobile construc- 
tion, experiments with light, and cut-outs of geometric 
shapes.

An imaginative and very funny animated film that tells the 
story of little Yet Sing Low who befriends a sneezing dragon 
on the eve of the Chinese New Year. When the fire flowers 
(fireworks) the people of Hong Kong have made are des- 
troyed, everyone is sad that there will be none for the New 
Year’s celebration. But the day is saved when the dragon 
“sneezes the most amazing and wonderful fire flower dis- 
play that anyone can remember. 1967 


E-207 Guessing Game (colour) 7 mins. 
A split screen technique makes this a game film. One half of 
the screen, pantomimists or children mime various activities 
involving objects. Afterwards the object is shown on the 
other side of the screen — sometimes with a comic twist to 
capture a child’s interest. Guessing: games can be played 
while the film is being shown, helping to involve shy children 
who may be reluctant to speak up in class. 1968 


E-185 Hailstones and Halibut Bones: Part | 

(colour) 6 mins. 
From the poem of the same name, by Mary O'Neill, the 
film shows how colours can convey ‘‘Ways of feeling’’. The 
lively animated drawings and descriptive verse combine to 
provide an exciting experience.

E-206 The House that Jack Built (colour) 6 mins. 
Used primarily in the first grade, this amusingly animated 
version of the children’s nursery rhyme helps create a back- 
ground for reading, memorizing and art activities.

E-187 Johnny Appleseed (colour) 5 mins. 
Fact or legend, the individuality and selflessness of Johnny 
Appleseed shines through for student expression and re- 
sponse. 1959 


E-209 The Little Airplane that Grew (colour) 9 mins. 
This is the story of the little boy who daydreams when he 
should be studying. In his dreams his model airplane is real 
and soars overhead, performing breathtaking acrobatic feats. 
In a beautiful field the boy follows and directs the plane in 
a joyous ballet. The happy dream is shattered when the 


boy’s teacher catches him and takes his model plane away. 
The boy walks home after school, tearful and dejected; 
but as he crosses a field he looks up, and to his great joy 
sees again his wonderful plane dancing in the sky. 1969 


E-210 The Little Engine that Could (colour) 11 mins. 
This delightful animated film is based on the children’s 
classic which tells of the Little Engine that pulled a train- 
load of toys to the children on the other side of the moun- 
tain. Useful for a variety of language arts activities, the film 
teaches us that there are many things we can do if we only 
say — | think | can! 1967 


E-211 The Magic Balloons (colour) 16 mins. 
A little boy sells balloons along the beach. The balloons seem 
to be his only friends, and he creates fantasies involving the 
balloons, daydreaming about things they do. The boy falls 
asleep, and while he is sleeping a young couple passes and 
buys his balloons, leaving the money for them in his pocket. 
When the boy wakes, however, he finds he cannot part with 
his friends, and finally locates the balloons at a party where 
grown-ups are bursting them. The boy manages to rescue one, 
and together they escape back into his dreams. 1969 


E-188 Magic Prison (colour) 36 mins. 
This film diagrams the progression in Emily Dickinson’s 
poetry from sorrow to triumph, to defeat, and to an ulti- 
mate realization of her personal state and the human condi- 
tion which gave her poems their true intensity and clarity. 

1968 


E-189 March-April: The Coming of Spring (colour) 9 mins. 
A unique film from Russia, photographed mostly in rural 
forested areas. Here is a delightful visual experience to sti- 
mulate creative expression. The film opens with a montage 
of early spring scenes; ice melting, deer running, and snow 
sculptures melting. Other scenes include activity of rabbits 
and squirrels, children playing, ice floes breaking up, trees 
budding, and flowers blooming. 1967 


E-213 The Merry-Go-Round Horse (colour) 17 mins. 
A little ragamuffin adores a wooden merry-go-round horse 
and steals half of a waiter’s tip...just enough to ride the fine 
white animal. But the horse is replaced by a new merry-go- 
round car and sold to the flea market where it is then bought 
for a wealthy child. The child kicks and abuses the horse 
playing cowboy on his lawn. The little ragamuffin, infuriated 
by such cruelty, conspires with friends to rescue the wonder- 
ful horse. 1969 


E-215 Percé on the Rocks (colour) 9 mins. 
An effervescent film caper on Gaspé’s famous rock. The 
pierced rock near Quebec’s Gaspé peninsula is probably more 
photographed, and the object of more tourist curiosity, than 
any other natural phenomenon on Canada’s Atlantic coast. 
Special film effects, music, and animation, make this a sort 
of visual musical comedy. 1966 


E-190 Peter and the Wolf (colour) 15 mins. 
Uses animated cartoons to illustrate the symphonic fairy

tale about a Russian boy who captures a wolf. 1963 


E-191 Poems We Write (colour) 15 mins. 
Poems written by elementary students are recited as appro- 
priate live action shots of the subjects presented. Statements 
made by young writers as to how they select subjects for 
their poems are delivered by the narrator, who also makes 
suggestions about selecting rhythms which fit the subjects 
and selecting exact words to express feelings and ideas. 

1966 


E-192 The Puffed-up Dragon (colour) 10 mins. 
The young student’s imagination gets free rein in this charm- 
ing tale that combines delightfully animated paper cut-outs 
with music and sound effects. The intended elimination of 
a narrative permits the primary student to create his own 
story of what happens between the huge dragon and the 
villagers. 1966 


E-193 The Purple Turtle (colour) 13 mins. 
Presents a variety of art activities engaged in by kindergarten 
children, providing valuable insight into the role of art in 
pre-school and primary grades. 1968 


E-216 Relations (colour) 20 mins. 
An excellent student-made film: T.S. Eliot’s ‘“The Hollow 
Man”’ discussed at both senior and primary levels. 1969 


E-217 A Rock in the Road (colour) 6 mins. 
This animated film presents a brief, amusing story which 
may be used to begin a discussion of moral and ethical values. 
The story, and the message are told through action. There is 
no narration or dialogue. A man coming down the road 
trips over a rock and plunges into a hole. As he emerges, 
fuming, he spots someone else coming. Quickly he replaces 
the rock and hides. He laughs as the second man also falls 
into the hole. The second man in turn sets up the accident 
for a third, and the third for a fourth. But the fourth man 
removes the rock, fills in the hole and goes away happy.

E-194 Scruffy (colour) 7 mins. 
A beautifully animated film story of the kitten who ran away 
to find a sunbeam. He meets many new animals in the woods 
and together they share several adventures. But when danger 
appears they are all in trouble until saved by Grandfather 
Hare. They return home realizing that running away is not 
a very sensible idea. 1960 


E-218 The Smallest Elephant in the World (colour) 6 mins. 
While showing that there is a place for everyone in the 
world, both big and small, this film utilizes a delightfully 
animated technique to tell the charming story of the ele- 
phant who was no bigger than a house cat. Primary students 
find a keen identity with the hero. 1965 


E-219 Spring in the City (colour) 11 mins. 
No narration but music and natural background sounds 
capture the change of tempo that occurs in the city when 
after the long winter children and adults find it possible to 
participate in outdoor activities again. 1969 
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E-195 Steppe in Winter (b/w) 13 mins. 
In the chilling cold of the steppe land of southeastern Europe, 
men, women, horses, dogs, cattle, and sheep endure the long 
winter. In documentary style and without narration, this 
film shows a way of life influenced but not dominated by 
wind, cold, and snow. 1966 


E-220 The Strange Case of the English Language 

(colour) 48 mins. 
A great way to learn about the idiosyncrasies of the English 
language, as it is spoken and written today, is to study film 
clips of noted public figures; C.B.S.’s Harry Reasoner com- 
ments on John F. Kennedy, Everett Dirksen, Billy Graham, 
and many others. Films are used to point up stylistic quirks 
and overuse of pet phrases. Interviews with various language 
experts are also featured. 1968 


E-196 Summer is for Growing (colour) 16 mins. 
Through the observations of its three main characters, this 
film considers the ways living things adapt to changes in 
temperature, light, and the availability of food and water 
during summer, the season of abundant growth. It shows 
how changes in the life activities of the flora and fauna 
parallel the variations accompanying the season change. It 
also highlights the available opportunities in summer to 
explore the wonders of nature and to develop interesting 
hobbies. 1968 


E-221 Telephone for Help (colour) 10 mins. 
In every community there are specially trained people to 
help us in an emergency. We can reach these people by 
using the telephone. Knowing how to give the proper infor- 
mation in an emergency is important. This film shows three 
situations in which children call for help, for the police, the 
firemen, and the telephone operator. We see how giving 
clearly the information of who, what, and where, helps these 
people to come to our rescue. 1968 


E-222 Three Little Wizards (colour) 8 mins. 
Each little wizard can conjure up almost anything he wishes, 
but only in his own basic colour; red, yellow, or blue. Red 
and yellow get along well together but when blue enters, 
problems occur. However, they finally make a happy dis- 
covery: that colours are at their best when in harmony — 
and that goes for people too. 1966 


E-223 The Thunderstorm (colour) 9 mins. 
A boy and his dog are playing together as thunderheads 
gather. Just before the clouds break, the dog chases off after 
a rabbit. His young master searches for him, heedless of the 
raging storm. During the search expert camera work allows 
us to see that insects, birds, flowers, trees, and animais carry 
on the cycle of fertility, birth, death, and regeneration. When 
the boy and his dog are finally reunited, both have achieved 
understanding of, and appreciation for their mutual need 
and love. 1969 


E-197 Time Is (colour) 30 mins. 
Explores the battle that men, especially philosophers and 
physicists, have waged in trying to grasp the concept of 
time 1964 


E-198 Wee Geese (colour) 7 mins. 
The story of young goslings as they first discover life beyond 
the nest and the perils of the great world. 1966 


E-199 What Hands Can Do (colour) 10 mins. 
In this beautifully photographed film, children’s hands per- 
form all the roles in a three act play that tells of the endless 
variety of uses for hands. Functional and phantasy situations 
stimulate students to think about the world of creativity 
within their own hands. 1967 


E-224 What is a Tree? (colour) 7 mins. 
A boy observes a variety of trees in winter, spring, summer, 
and autumn. He discovers not only that trees are universal 
in nature, they are also the source of an endless variety of 
products useful to man. 1965 


E-200 World of ’68 (colour) 5 mins. 
The year 1968 has been condensed into five minutes. Thou- 
sands of photographs ingeniously edited to the tempo of a 
musical background provide a quick review of mass chaos, 
brutalizing realities, limitations, hypocracy, conflict, assas- 
sination, disaster, sensitive social issues, war-torn countries, 
celebrity-oriented attractions, student riots, put-ons, fads, 
political frenzy, scientific progress, medical advances, and 
finally the impact of successful space exploration. 1969 


E-201 Writers: Science Fiction (b/w) 30 mins. 
A panel of science fiction writers discuss the past, present, 
and future of science fiction, its purpose, and its potential.

G-136 Are You Ready for a Job? (colour) 11 mins. 
To stress the need for preparation and training for the better 
jobs available today. To emphasize the importance of various 
school subjects as they will apply to the world of work. 1967 


G-137 The Clubhouse Boat (colour) 19 mins. 
A dream clubhouse, an old boat, will be sold toa young group 
if each boy can deliver $30.00. All the boys get the money 
except Tom whose father puts Tom’s earnings into a savings 
account. Frantic to get cash, Tommy accepts a loan of shady 
money, begins milking his customers for tips and hiding 
extra earnings from his father. Finally he can save the group 
only by keeping the cash of an old man who has overpaid. 

1969 


G-126 Everyday Courage and Common Sense 

(colour) 14 mins. 
Firefighters parachuting into a flaming forest and a boy 
going off a high dive illustrate physical courage. But courage 
is also needed in everyday activities where social acceptance, 
self-esteem, morals, and personal values are at stake. Ina 
variety of situations involving intermediate-aged pupils, we 
are reminded of the many experiences in our lives which 
require courage, tempered by common sense.

Greg has a new ball which he wants to share, but everyone is 
busy. When Greg joins his friends’ activities, he shares their 
games, work, hobbies, food, and information. We see the 
different ways of sharing, when we should and should not 
share, and the benefits of sharing. 1968 


G-129 Manners in School (b/w) 12 mins. 
With the aid of Chalky, an animated cartoon character, Larry 
learns about good manners in school. 1959 


G-138 Paper Drive (colour) 15 mins. 
Miss Hendry’s junior level students are toiling to win the All- 
City Paper Drive and an enticing prize. Before the drive ends, 
Miss Hendry discovers her pupils weighting their bales with 
scrap metal. She hesitates to expose them publicly; if they 
lose, the cheating can be kept secret. But they win. When. 
she orders them to confess they protest that the second- 
place school also cheated. 1969 


G-139 So You Want to be a Tool and Die or Mold Maker 
(colour) 11 mins. 
This film describes some of the opportunities and respon- 
sibilities of die makers. It is meant to encourage students in 
the intermediate division to investigate a career in this field. 
1968 


G-140 So You Want to be an Electronics-Technician 

(colour) 11 mins. 
Through the experience of the film, the young viewer looks 
into the wonderful world of electronics to discover the role 
of the technician in creating, installing, and maintaining these 
miracles of the electronic age. 1968 


G-141 So You Want to be on the Team (colour) 11 mins. 
Introduces young students to men who know from experi- 
ence the value of continuing education as the best prepara- 
tion for any career. 1968 


G-130 The Story of a Student Abroad (b/w) 26 mins. 
One of a growing number of young American attending 
foreign universities, Peter Walles of Brooklyn chooses old 
Heidelberg for pre-medical studies. He passes a rigorous test 
in German and enters the scholastic and cultural life of the 
third oldest university in Western Europe. 1965 


G-132 The Tiny Astronaut: Bobby Stands His Ground 

(colour) 18 mins. 
This compelling film shows young viewers a climactic mo- 
ment when decisive action was taken by a young boy. Bobby 
has apparently given an amateur rocketry group permission 
to use his pet mouse in an experiment. In observing the pre- 
parations, however, he realizes he has put his pet-in danger, 
and at the last moment attempts to rescue it. The story 
makes clear the effect of his action on all involved. It will 
provoke much valuable discussion on the rightness or wrong- 
ness of the boy’s decision and actions. 1968 


G-142 Trick or Treat (colour) 15 mins. 
Pete and Sandy go trick-or-treating, but only after promising 
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to avoid mischief. To keep the letter of their promise, they 
inveigle two younger boys into playing a prank in which a 
house trailer is damaged and a man is hurt. The little boys 
get caught. By saying nothing, Pete and Sandy can avoid all 
the blame and let the others take the punishment. 1969 


G-133 The Veterinarian Serves the Community 
(colour) 10 mins. 
To introduce children to the important community health 
services provided for their pets by the veterinarian. The 
camera encompasses the veterinarian’s work, the care of all 
types of animals, the function and personnel of an animal 
hospital, and moves along with deep-felt humanitarianism. 
1968 


G-134 Your Job: Finding the Right One (colour) 14 mins. 
We see how young people can locate jobs suited to their 
needs and abilities. Time and effort can be saved by a clear 
appraisal of abilities and interests, as well as past and future 
training. This film then shows how to organize a plan of 
action that will get the “‘right’’ job. 1968 


G-135 Your Job: Fitting In (colour) 16 mins. 
After witnessing the actions of an employee who is fired for 
doing ‘‘too little’’ and the actions of an employee who is 
fired for trying to do “‘too much” the viewer is challenged to 
decide how he would respond to each situation. 1968 


HEALTH 


H-147 Dental Health: How and Why (colour) 11 mins. 
Mechanical analogies show the functions of the different 
teeth, and a model tooth demonstration illustrates decay. 
We see the need for effective brushing techniques, proper 
diet, and regular visits to the dentist. Flurides, X-rays, and 
malocclusion are also dealt with in establishing the impor- 
tance of healthy and attractive teeth. 1963 


H-148 Family Living and Sex Education: Adolescence, 

Love, and Maturity (colour) 11 mins. 
The biological fact that a girl’s body is able to produce egg 
cells and a boy’s body can produce sperm cells is proven to 
be only a single step along the road to responsible parent- 
hood. The development of emotional maturity, adequate 
education, financial responsibility, and adult attitudes are 
seen to be of equal significance toward a satisfactory, lasting 
relationship. The skills, patience, and understanding practiced 
by a mother and father in their exacting roles as mature 
parents remind children that parents, too, are people with 
rights and privileges of their own. 1969 


H-149 Family Living and Sex Education: Why You're You 

(colour) 11 mins. 
Why is it that no two people are ever exactly alike? Whatare 
hereditary characteristics? What does ‘environment’ mean? 
Can we change ourselves? The significance of heredity—the 
different influences of changing environments—how people 
and experiences affect an individual's life—are examined 
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through the dramatic development of human beings, physi- 
cally, mentally, and emotionally, as they relate to the changes 
of adolescence. 1969 


H-138 Family Teamwork and You (colour) 13 mins. 
The student has an opportunity to view as a “‘third party” 
the relationships, operations, cooperations, and internal con- 
flicts found within two average families. 1966 


H-139 The Game (b/w) 28 mins. 
This is the boy-meets-girl game, but played without rules 
and at a time when the boy must prove himself in the chase. 
The film is about the much-discussed sexual behaviour of 
the teen-ager and shows that often the game starts with a 
challenge to the masculine ego from the boy’s peer group. 
Few adults are seen or heard from, nor does the film take 
sides in this game. 1967 


H-140 Have a Healthy Baby (colour) 19 mins. 
Using animation, the film details the important stages of 
growth of the human embryo from conception to birth. 
There is major emphasis on the precise and remarkable 
development of organ systems during the first three months. 
Interspersed with the animation is a warmly human account 
of a young couple during the mother’s pregnancy, concluding 
with the delivery of the baby. 1969 


H-141 Health, Exercise, Rest, and Sleep (colour) 11 mins. 
Exercise, good posture, balanced meals, and plenty of rest 
and sleep are necessary for growth. 1968 


H-150 How Are You? (colour) 15 mins. 
The purpose of this film is to help students gain a better 
understanding of the concepts of mental health, the causes 
and degrees of mental illness and how mental illness can be 
recognized. This film is appropriate for senior high school 
students. 1966 


H-151 Mike and Ann: A Journey to Maturity 

(colour) 20 mins. 
The film presents the views of a group of teenagers on sex 
and sexual relationships in order to focus on what youth 
actually think and feel about sex; its attractions, its my- 
steries, its fears. Through scenes of the teenagers’ informal 
discussion, the film examines society's role in shaping the 
sexual attitudes of young people and illustrates their belief 
that ‘‘understanding’’ and ‘‘responsibility’’ are the keys to 
mature sexual adjustment. 1967 


H-143 Narcotics—Why Not? (colour) 15 mins. 
Extemporaneous, straight-from-the-shoulder statements by 
former narcotic addicts leave no doubt in even the most 
callous viewer’s mind as to what traffic with drugs and 
narcotics means. 1969 


H-152 The Nervous System in Man (colour) 18 mins. 
Demonstrates how the human nervous system, with the 
Endocrine system, provide coordination of body movements, 
integration of body functions and regulations of involuntary 
body systems. 1965 


H-144 Our Wonderful Body: How Its Parts Work Together 
(colour) 11 mins. 
Life-size models show how important parts of the body work 
together in different situations. In one example, ears detect 
a sound, brain instructs head to turn, eyes confirm sound is 
coming from car, brain signals muscles to move and speeds 
up heart and lungs to provide extra energy to muscles. 
1968 


H-145 Quarter Million Teenagers (colour) 16 mins. 
An important and authoritative film on the physiological 
aspects of venereal disease, designed specifically for the 
teenage audience. Both gonorrhea and syphillis are ex- 
plained in detail. The need for treatment is stressed. Ex- 
tensive animation is used in the film. 1964 


H-146 Respiration in Man (colour) 26 mins. 
Describes the structures and functions of the human respira- 
tory system and shows how the respiratory system adjusts 
to the changing needs of the body. The tragic effects of air 
pollution on the body and respiratory system are also 
shown. 1967 


H-153 The Senses of Man (colour) 18 mins. 
Reveals how the external stimuli — light, sound, odour, 
touch, and taste — are converted into nerve impulses by 
sense receptors. Discusses sense receptors which are stimu- 
lated by inner organs. 1965 


HOME ECONOMICS 


HE-77 Antonio (b/w) 28 mins. 
The story of an Italian immigrant, a widower, living alone 
with his memories, his Bible, and Dante which he learned to 
read in English. He talks about his past, his children, of 
good times and bad. What he tells and what the camera 
shows of his life makes a warm, human portrait of an aging 
man who chooses freedom and independence even though 
it at times means solitude. 1967 


HE-89 At Home, 2001 (colour) 25 mins. 
This film examines some of the possibilities for the house- 
hold of the future in terms of technology and the changing 
patterns of urban living. Present-day problems of urban 
crowding and traffic congestion are explored as the film 
studies ways in which solutions to these problems may 
effect home design in the future. 1967 


HE-90 Bird of Passage (b/w) 10 mins. 
A young Japanese-Canadian businessman, now established 
in Montreal, recalls events of World War I! when the Japa- 
nese-Canadian community of Canada’s west coast was up- 
rooted and moved inland. There are some flashbacks to the 
events he describes, but the film is mainly about his home 
and family life in Montreal and his successful carrer as a 
chemical engineer. 1967 


HE-78 Caroline (b/w) 28 mins. 
To the public she is the pleasant, never-ruffled handler of 


everyone’s complaints at the telephone office. But behind 
her calm exterior the film reveals doubts about her personal 
life, the domestic world of husband and child. 1964 


HE-91 Cities of the Future (colour) 25 mins. 
This film examines the tendency towards increased urbani- 
zation and discusses several approaches to urban planning 
for the future. Philadelphia is used as an example of a city 
planned within the framework of today’s limitations. 1967 


HE-79 Cloth: Fibre to Fabric (colour) 15 mins. 
Illustrates how different types of cloth are produced and 
stimulates an awareness of both natural fibres such as 
cotton, wool, silk, and synthetics such as nylon, rayon, 
plastics, and glass. Emphasizes the importance of cloth and 
the variety of uses for it. 1968 


HE-80 Design for Living (colour) 19 mins. 
This film presents principles of good design as they relate to 
furnishings and objects common to the home. It uses furni- 
ture, utensils, glassware, china, pictures, other decorations, 
and the rooms themselves to illustrate the criteria of good 
design. 1965 


HE-92 The Invention of the Adolescent (b/w) 28 mins. 
From the past, when distinctions between childhood and 
adulthood were not as finely drawn as they are today, this 
film traces the development of the adolescent and shows 
some of the real problems of this age. It notes that it was 
the defense of the young, the protection afforded by re- 
formers and educators, that created the generation gap so 
evident today in our western society. What adolescents 
gained and lost from changing attitudes towards them is 
clearly illustrated in the film. 1967 


HE-93 Juggernaut (colour) 27 mins. 
A new view of old India. No parade of power, faith or 
pilgrimage ever held as much promise for change as this 
strange, cumbersome truck convoy from Canada, carrying 
the 70-ton heart of an atomic reactor 600 miles from the 
seaport to Rajasthan. Even the biggest traditional jugger- 
nauts could hardly match this one, passing over roads 
specially strengthened and through city walls torn down to 
make way. 1968 


HE-81 Legault’s Place (b/w) 10 mins. 
The story of an old man and his aging cabin in a new 
suburb of Montreal. At one time the cabin was surrounded 
by fields and woods but eventually this changed to a city. 
Legault’s place became an eyesore. What happens when the 
old man is finally persuaded to sell makes a warm and gently 
humorous story. 1964 


HE-82 Les Habitations Jeanne-Mance (b/w) 14 mins. 
A film to show the need for the organization and the pro- 
gress of the federal redevelopment project in Montreal — 
the Jeanne-Mance development which transformed a dis- 
trict of drab streets and shabby buildings into a new, clean 
multiple-dwelling area. 1964 
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HE-83 Nutritional Quackery (colour) 20 mins. 
This film is built around a health quack expounding four 
myths of nutritional quackery. Although the quack sounds 
confident and convincing, although he seems sincere and 
scientific, each of his arguments is systematically and 
scientifically demolished so that the student is left with the 
argument — and the answer. 1968 


HE-94 Of Time, Work, and Leisure (b/w) 29 mins. 
A film based on the book of Sebastian de Grazia, a philo- 
spher at Rutgers University, who claims that man is best 
measured by his capacity for life when not working. The 
film shows that there is a difference between free time and 
leisure and that it is a challenge to see the difference. A 
promising film for discussion in this automated age. 1963 


HE-95 Ow! Who Gave a Hoot, The (colour) 14 mins. 
A group of neighbourhood merchants, out of business 
because of their dishonesty, recall the good old days of 
cheating their customers and how these ended when a 
smart consumer moved into the area. An animated film. 

1967 


HE-84 Persistent Seed (colour) 14 mins. 
A film by Christopher Chapman, known for his lyrical 
films of countryside or wilderness. In this film he turns his 
colour camera to the growing city and there finds cheering 
proof that, despite concrete and bulldozer, the persistent 
seed pervails. The film is without commentary. 1963 


HE-85 Redevelopment in Windsor: The First Step 

(b/w) 14 mins. 
How the city of Windsor, Ontario, solved the need for the 
redevelopment of old sections of the city by employing the 
available resources of the provincial and federal governments. 
A first low-rental housing project, Glengarry Court, was 
undertaken and completed, and plans were extended to 
include the redevelopment of a choice river-front area. 1964 


HE-86 Silk: Cocoon to Clothing (colour) 15 mins. 
A vivid presentation of Royal Thai silk production as 
contrasted ina native village and a Bangkok factory. 1966 


HE-87 Story of Debbie (b/w) 25 mins. 
Describes Debbie as a child who has been living with rela- 
tives and in foster homes and institutions for eleven years. 
Shows the girl at a Children’s Home in Los Angeles, as she 
grows up in the uncertain world of children who lack the 
love and care of real parents. 1963 


HE-88 This is No Time For Romance (colour) 28 mins. 
Idle hours at a summer cottage, when the husband is at 
work and the children busy at play, give a wife time to 
dream a little and reflect on her life and her marriage.

HE-96 24th and Tomorrow (b/w) 22 mins. 
By focusing on one man’s personal crusade to clear up his 
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block, “24th And Tomorrow” examines the problems of 


neighbourhood improvement, conservation, and urban re- 
newal. 1966 


HE-97 Willie Catches On (b/w) 24 mins. 
Young Willie has never heard the word prejudice, but even 
before he is ten he senses that in his world there are people 
who “‘belong’’ and people who don’t. When he goes to 
college and to a summer job Willie is able to discriminate 
subtly in his choice of companions. How are the seeds of 
prejudice planted? This film is a frank and searching attempt 
to answer questions of growing concern in our shrinking 
world. 1962 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS 


1A-25 Auto-Mechanics — Running Gear (colour) 13 mins. 
A specially prepared chassis is used to demonstrate the 
qualities of frame design and development. Integral body 
and frame construction is shown, and actions emphasize the 
types and functions of springs, shackles, and shock ab- 
sorbers. Independent suspension systems are shown, and 
mechanical and hydraulic braking systems are demonstrated. 

1968 


1A-26 Auto-Mechanics — Wheels and Tires (colour) 12 mins. 
Tire construction is shown in terms of the tire’s function, 
and tire care, inflation, regular wheel-to-wheel rotation, are 
stressed. The wheel, its rim, drop-centre and flanges are 
described. Tire removal, use of a balance mark, and tire 
refitting are shown, stressing methods for handling tubeless 
tires. The removal of the entire front wheel assembly is 
covered in steps, and then its re-assembly is shown. 1968 


LANGUAGE — FRENCH 


LF-21 Au Revoir Village (colour) 19 mins. 
The structure and vocabulary of the film is strictly con- 
trolled to be within range of student acquisition during the 
first year of study. Text relates directly to visual action of 
each sequence and covers the events in Marc’s day as he 
journeys from a small Normandy village to his home in 
Paris. 1967 


LF-22 Escale A Paris (colour) 16 mins. 
Text grammatically simple, voice clear, and well paced but 
retaining all characteristics of native French. Mare accom- 
panies his cousins to Orly Airport in Paris. 1967 


LF-10 Ici on Parle Francais (colour) 21 mins. 
An elementary language teaching film with graded commen- 


tary about Quebec and surrounding countryside. 1967 
LF-23 La Parure (b/w) 28 mins. 
Short story of DeMaupassant. 1968 


LF-11 Le Petit Peintre et la Sirene (colour) 28 mins. 
This is a charming cartoon showing the fantasies of a 
starving artist whose pictures come to life and carry him 
away from his freezing garret. 1968 


LF-12 Le Petit Professeur (b/w) 28 mins. 
A DeMaupassant short story of a timid teacher and a simple 
laundress brought together by two rather malicious students 
who many years later are amazed to discover that the 
laundress has become a charming woman of the world and 
her husband, their former teacher, is a self-confident busi- 
nessman, adored by his wife. 1968 


LF-24 Le Prix de la Liberte (b/w) 90 mins. 
In 1944 a handsome French soldier is a prisoner of war in 
Germany where he works on the farm and in the chateau of 
a German officer who is at the front. The young man is torn 
by his attraction to the two daughters of the household, 
one of whom dies helping him to escape. This bitter-sweet 
romance brings out subtly the horrors of war. 1965 


LF-25 Saisons, Les (colour) 14 mins. 
Designed to be used with a group that has had one year of 
French. The narrative is simple and direct and uses the 
present tense almost exclusively. The film presents the 
different seasons in France and some of the activities asso- 
ciated with them. 1967 


LF-26 Sequelles, Les — Parts | & II (b/w) 60 mins. 
As a young man Jacques Béranger served in the occupation 
forces of the French army in Vienna. Nineteen years later as 
a successful industrialist he returns on business to Vienna. 
He is haunted by the memory of Ursula Meinrad, a beautiful 
young Austrian woman he abandoned in 1945 when she 
announced that she was expecting his child. At the city hall 
Barbara, an attractive young clerk, tells him that Ursula 
Meinrad gave birth to a daughter (Frédérique) and died 
herself seven years later. Barbara leads him to Ursula’s old 
neighbourhood to look for his daughter. Barbara learns 
from a neighbour that the child Frédérique became a mem- 
ber of a scavenging street gang and on her mother’s death 
disappeared when the authorities wished to take charge of 
her. After mysteriously romantic and taunting episodes 
between Barbara and Jacques it becomes obvious that 
Barbara has told Jacques the story of her own young life 
not that of his daughter who died at birth. Barbara has 
tried to revenge her own unhappy childhood but Jacques 
realizes that he feels something quite strange and wonderful 
fonhemoer 1965 


LF-27 First French Class, The (b/w) 30 mins. 
A grade seven class arrives for the first meeting with its 
first French teacher. She initiates them into this new 
learning situation by using English and French. She helps 
them to set some of their goals and tells them that they will 
be communicating in French this year with her and with 
each other. Through the use of very simple French appro- 
priate to the first day, she illustrates some of the basic 
techniques to which the children will be responding, and 
thus gives them ‘’some language to take home”’. 1968 


LF-28 French Structural-Linguistic Approach, The 

(b/w) 30 mins. 
The aim of this program is to help teachers gain a clearer 
understanding of the structural-linguistic approach to teach- 
ing Modern Languages. 1968 


LF-29 French Class in Action, A — Part | (b/w) 30 mins. 
This French class was filmed in 1967 with a grade seven 
class. The class began studying a second language in Sep- 
tember. Their teacher is not a native French speaker but he 
works very closely with prepared audio material to perfect 
his competency in the language. 1968 


LF-30 French Class in Action, A — Part II (b/w) 30 mins. 
A detailed analysis of the previous program will be made 
and aspects of teaching French will be discussed. A series of 
cartoons summarize the pertinent points discussed. 1968 


LF-31 Situtation Dialogues, Personalized Questions, 

Pupil-Prepared Oral Anecdotes (b/w) 30 mins. 
Throughout a unit of work, new structures are introduced 
and developed in the form of short dialogues (exchanges). 
Pupils learn to manipulate these structures by means of 
pattern (imitation, substitution, transformation) drills, and 
during picture study lessons, pupils are encouraged to 
express themselves individually within the framework of 
mastered material. 1968 


LF-32 French Introduction of Oral Recognition Reading, 

Transcription (b/w) 30 mins. 
The introduction of reading and transcription is delayed 
until after the pupils have experienced at least one com- 
pletely oral year. The oral-aural program continues to take 
precedence and the first reading phase (the introduction of 
“la graphie des sons”) is based upon mastered speech only. 
This phase is carefully structured so that the inevitable 
clash between the written and spoken systems becomes 
minimal. 1968 


LF-33 Cultural Exchange, A (b/w) 30 mins. 
Trips into a French-speaking milieu by secondary school 
students occur reasonably often, but we hear less frequently 
of younger pupils who are permitted a similar opportunity. 
In the second part of this program we accompany a group 
of grade six pupils who visit Quebec City with their teacher.

LF-34 Basic Philosophy and Goals of the French Program, 

The (b/w) 30 mins. 
In this first program, viewers will be acquainted with the 
Grades 9 and 10 levels of the total French program. Repeats 
of portions of the 1967/68 E.T.V. series, ‘‘The Teaching of 
French in Grades 7 and 8”, will show secondary school 
teachers the work and achievements of the Grades 7 and 8 
program. The telecast will show how reading and writing 
begin to assume more importance in Grades 9 and 10. The 
oral core will be related to the integration of the four main 
skills: listening, comprehension, speaking, reading, and 
writing. 1969 
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LF-35 Importance of the Oral Core (b/w) 30 mins. 
This program emphasizes the importance of using French 
before generalizing about it. The oral core will be contrasted 
with grammatical generalization; teachers will see how the 
two differ in nature and function and what relationship 
exists between them. The time lag between them will be 
explained. In addition to seeing some of the oral core 
program being conducted in class, viewers will observe how 
pattern drills, as an overlearning technique, can lead to 
generalizations, and that the latter is the basis for both 
written exercises and further oral facility. 1969 


LF-36 Further Development of Reading Skills 

(b/w) 30 mins. 
Teachers will see material from the Grades 7 and 9 television 
programs which dealt with the ‘‘graphie des sons’, in order 
to trace the development of reading in the French program 
from its initial stages through to the end of Grade 10. 
Keeping in mind the ‘‘Statement of Accomplishment” at the 
end of Curriculum 1-15A (8), consideration will be given to 
the acquirement of reading skills prior to Grade 9. Teachers 
will be reminded that up to this point, the skills of reading 
are based on materials previously mastered aurally and 
orally. The program will then show how reading skill is 
developed and expanded in Grades 9 and 10 and what 
relationship it maintains with the oral core. 1969 


LF-37 Writing Program, The (b/w) 30 mins. 
This program will remind the viewers of the modified role 
of writing in the average person’s life. This modified role is 
reflected in the new French program. Writing has an im- 
portant function as a reinforcement of the oral core and of 
generalizations, and is one means of testing for diagnostic 
purposes. Translation will be discussed as a by-product of a 
total French program; it presumes a prior acquistion of basic 
language skills. Writing in Grades 9 and 10 can assume the 
form of (a) transcription (b) dictation (c) controlled exercise 
material (d) controlled composition in its various forms.

LF-38 Suggestions for Testing (b/w) 30 mins. 
The first part considers the process of testing, and the second 
part reviews the various facets of the total French language 
program, recalling the integration of the four main skills. 
Although form, objectives and personal approaches to 
testing may vary, there are certain constants in testing 
which are desirable at the Grades 9 and 10 level. The pro- 
gram will examine diagnostic testing as an essential means of 
helping the teacher discover the most effective teaching 
techniques. Finally, the film reviews the total French 
program, with emphasis on what is new and particularly 
important at the Grades 9 and 10 level: the continuation of 
the aural-oral skills, the development of reading and writing 
abilities, the introduction of grammatical generalization as a 
reinforcing agent, and the integration of all the skills. 1969

A study of german political history and the foundations of

LL-4 Ingenium Roame (The Spirit of Rome) 

(colour) 29 mins. 
From republic, to the Augustan ‘Age of Gold’’, to the death 
of an Empire, this film shows how the total Roman expe- 
rience affected Western ideas and thoughts for more than 
1,000 years. The film also provides a starting point for 
students to examine more deeply the Roman genius for 
military and political organization and dedication to law and 
order. 1964 


LANGUAGE — SPANISH 


LS-12 La Argentina (colour) 18 mins. 
In this film the existing contrasts and cross-assimilations 
taking place between rural and urban ways of life (i.e., the 
Pampas vs. Buenos Aires) as seen through the eyes of a 
young gaucho and a porteno. In reaching its specific 
language objectives (present tense use of ser and estar; 
present tense of regular verbs, third person singular and 
plural; present tense of common irregular verbs; use of 
infinitive) the film also stresses the value of a family rela- 
tionship, and the importance of hard work and of accepting 
responsibility. 1967 


LS-13 Ast Viven Los Huerfanos (colour) 10 mins. 
A joyous film about a happy group of orphaned boys who 
live in a pleasant home not far from Mexico City. The 
Spanish narration includes vocabulary and phrases which 
occur frequently in the spoken language of every day. 

1968 


LS-14 A Boy of Mexico: Juan and His Donkey 

(colour) 10 mins. 
Through the warm and human story of Juan, a small 
Mexican boy, and his donkey, Pepito, children learn some 
of the characteristics of rural Mexico. The film conveys a 
sympathetic feeling for Mexico and provides a rich back- 
ground for reading and language arts activities. 1963 


LS-2 Buenos Dias Carmelita (b/w) 15 mins. 
This film tells the story of Carmelita and her tribulations as 
a student who is always late for class. 1967 


LS-15 El Angelito (b/w) 13 mins. 
To the gates of Heaven came a very lonely little angel who, 
though he tried hard to look and act like a good little 
angel, just couldn’t seem to stay out of trouble. Simple, 
clearly spoken Spanish tells the charming story of the 
littlest angel and his gift to the Infant Christ. 1963 


LS-16 Espana — Una Tierra de Muchas Fases 

(colour) 18 mins. 
To travel in Spain is to follow the golden thread of history 
through a brilliant tapestry of green valleys and sun-drenched 
fields, snow-capped mountains and wind swept mesetas, 
sleepy villages and bustling cities. Here, yesterday and today 
live undisturbed side by side: farmers till the earth with 
slow-moving oxen within sight of modern factories, and 
ancient castles watch from their hills the stream of twen- 
tieth century life rushing by. 1968 


LS-3 La Familia Sanchez (b/w) 11 mins. 
Relates the story of a rural Spanish family in simple slow- 
paced Spanish. The vocabulary and sentence structure of the 
narration have been designed to meet the needs of the 
beginning Spanish student. A twelve-inch (78 rpm) record 
with the exact Spanish language narration used in the film 
is also available. 1966 


LS-17 Las Filipinas — Las Perlas Del Oriente 

(colour) 18 mins. 
The Pilippines look like a string of pearls floating on the 
ocean, but to a visitor they reveal a fairyland of fantastic 
vegetation, weird animals and smoldering volcanoes inha- 
bited by a bewildering array of cultures. None of the 
invaders from the east or the west have succeeded in 
imposing their way of life on the islanders, but all have 
left a legacy to them. The uniqueness and diversity of 
Filipino culture, in spite of recognizable Eastern, Hispanic 
and American influences, is stressed in the film through the 
presentation of various aspects of life on the islands. 1968 


LS-18 Puerto Rico — Isla Del Caribe (colour) 18 mins. 
The enchanting island discovered by Christopher Columbus 
some three hundred years ago has lost none of its magic for 
the twentieth century visitor. Those who live on the island 
will tell you that nowhere else in the world will you find 
such sparkling sea, such snow-white sand, such lush vegeta- 
tion, and such flaming flamboyant trees as in Puerto Rico.

LS-4 Vamos A Cuba (colour) 12 mins. 
A first glimpse of present-day Cuba for intermediate Spanish 
classes in high school and college. Simple, direct, and natural 
Spanish describes manifold aspects of Cuban life. 1967 


LS-19 La Vida Urbana (colour) 10 mins. 
Glimpses of Mexico City, an outdoor market and a modern 
coeducation school illustrate aspects of urban life in the 
capital of Mexico. Concluding scenes, of the colourful 
market, provide opportunity to name and describe a num- 
ber of articles. The vocabulary of the film, while ranging 
over varied subjects, is practical and of high frequency.

LS-5 Vislumbres De Madrid Y Toledo (colour) 17 mins. 
This colour film in Spanish suitable for intermediate stu- 
dents offers choice glimpses of the physical as well as of the 
artistic aspects of two Castilian cities.

Li-1 Blueberries For Sal (colour) 9 mins. 
McCloskey’s theme on the common needs of man and 
beast is gently portrayed through the winsome characters of 
little girl and little bear. His drawings have verve, jocularity, 
and the unmistakable briskness of country air. 1963 


Li-2 Five Chinese Brothers (colour) 10 mins. 
Five identical-looking brothers, outwit the townspeople and 
save themselves from a tragic demise. The fascination of this 
riddle is furthered by the amusing pictures which demand 
to be seen again and again. 1963 


Li-3 Lentil (colour) 10 mins. 
A boy and his harmonica save the day. Definitive illustra- 
tions give full dimension to each character and represent 
delightful vignettes of a typical American town. 1964 


Li-4 Maurice Sendak (colour) 14 mins. 
An animated film to show children how to solve and under- 
stand long division problems. 1965 


Li-5 Robert McCloskey (colour) 18 mins. 
Robert McCloskey, who draws picture books, tells how he 
works, showing not only his craftmanship but also how he 
gets his inspiration. 1965 


Li-6 Mike Mulligan and His Steam Shovel (colour) 11 mins. 
A iconographic film using the pictures and text of Virginia 
Lee Burton’s story of the steam shovel that defied obso- 
lescence by becoming the furnace in the Poperville Town 
Hall. 1958 


Li-7 Time of Wonder (colour) 13 mins. 
In poetic prose, and with memorable water colour paintings, 
the author has used his unique verbal and pictorial genius to 
describe the wonders of nature on a Maine island so that 
audiences can nearly taste the salt ocean spray. 1958 


MATHEMATICS 


M-52 Axiom of Algebra (colour) 13 mins. 
This film presents the idea that an axiom is a statement 
accepted as true without proof, and then demonstrates the 
addition, subtraction, multiplication, and division axioms 
as applied to solving practical problems, utilizing picto- 
graphic equations. Additional examples demonstrate howthe 
root of each equation is used to check the solution. A 
schematic balance is used to illustrate the axioms in even 
simpler terms, and to further demonstrate that like opera- 
tions must be performed to both sides of an equation in 
order to preserve the equality. 1960 


M-51 Four Line Conics (colour) 11 mins. 
An experimental mathematics film designed to elucidate in 
a new and stimulating way the study of four line conics. 

1961

M-53 Graphs of Linear Equations (colour) 8 mins. 
Graphing in the Cartesian coordinate system is a means of 
establishing a one-to-one correspondence between ordered 
pairs of real numbers, and points of the plane. The graph of 
the set of ordered pairs belonging to the solution set of an 
equation of the form, y equals a plus b is a straight line, and 
the point of intersection of two such lines corresponds to 
an ordered pair which belongs to the solution sets of both 
equations. 1969 


M-54 Newton’s Equal Areas (colour) 8 mins. 
This animated film is based on Isaac Newton’s simple geo- 
metrical proof of the law of areas for any central force. A 
series of increasingly complex examples conveys the mean- 
ing of the laws. Basic geometry is used to show that if the 
forces (blows) act at fixed intervals of time the resulting 
triangular areas are equal. The same principle is shown for 
planetary motion when the body moves in an ellipse with 
the force centre at a focus of the ellipse. Finally a very 
complex central force motion is visualized and it is shown 
that equal areas are swept out in equal times. 1968 


M-55 Oblique Cones and Transition Developments 

(b/w) 11 mins. 
This sound motion picture uses animated drawings to show 
the development of several of the more complicated shapes, 
step by step and in clearly understandable manner. 1954 


M-56 Prisms: Some Properties (colour) 12 mins 
A kite string, a flat kite, and a box kite serve as an opening 
review of the basic properties of three-dimensional objects. 
Through an examination of a conventional triangular glass 
prism, the student is introduced to the basic properties of 
prisms. Several other prisms of different appearance are 
examined and tested for their properties. After each exam- 
ple, several objects with similar shapes from everyday life 
are shown. 1965 


M-57 Probabilities of Zero and One, The (colour) 11 mins. 
The outcome of a situation, though uncertain, is often 
probable. This film attempts to help students recognize 
such situations and demonstrates how they may be stated 
as probabilities. After introducing the basic concepts of 
probability, the student is confronted with a situation 
where the outcome is certain (probability described as 6/6 
or 1), and one where the outcome is impossible (0/6 or 0). 
In all other situations involving chance, outcomes may be 
described by probabilities between zero and one, as for 
example 1/4, 1966 


M-58 Triangles: Types and Uses (colour) 11 mins. 
Animation illustrates some of the basic concepts of triangles 
such as their identification, their measurement, and the con- 
cept of congruency. The film describes the Pythagorean 
Theorem and its use, and shows the derivation of the for- 
mula for area. Live action scenes relate the mathematical 
concepts to the importance of triangles in daily life. 1962 


M-57 Trio for Three Angles (colour) 7 mins. 
Inquires into the relationships of the angles of a triangle 
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through colourful animation set to a lively musical back- 
ground. There is no narration but the film succeeds in 
relating the basic structures of triangles. 1968 


MUSIC 


Mu-79 Discovering Form in Music (colour) 19 mins. 
Through teacher demonstration and pupil response, this 
film provides an introduction to form in music. A small unit 
of musical form is called a phrase. Phrases can be alike or 
they can be different. A song is usually made up of several 
similar and contrasting phrases. Larger forms are built by 
combining sections of music — each section containing a 
number of phrases. Sections can also be alike or different. 
Rhythmic movement is used to demonstrate rondo form.

Mu-80 Folk Music in the Concert Hall (Part | and II) 

(b/w) 53 mins. 
Selections include: Mozart’s Symphony in E Flat, Bartok’s

This film is about many of the new experiments in music. 
Included are examples of electronic music and improvisa- 
tion on instruments of recent invention.

Mu-85 What is Melody (Part II) (b/w) 27 mins. 
Melody, says Mr. Bernstein, can be many different things: a 
tune, a theme, a long melodic line, a bass line, or an inner 
voice illustrating the meaning of melody in music, he ex- 
plains such concepts as counterpoint, thematic development, 
and melody versus unmelody, using excerpts from Wagner’s 
opera Tristan and Isolde, Mozart’s Symphony No. 40 in G

(colour) 22 mins. 
On the principle that certain social and scientific under- 


standings can best be taught beyond the walls of a school 
building, the film illustrates how to select a site with unique 
natural features that can be utilized to enrich the education- 
al program. Next considered is site development; blending 
beauty and utility, developing an outdoor laboratory of 
plant and animal life, and involving children in this develop- 
ment. The film clearly shows, by the example of Ann Arbor 
High School in Michigan, the advantages of a natural set- 
ting which cannot be duplicated in the classroom, particu- 
larly for classes in mapping, biology, chemistry, forestry, 
botany, zoology, and art. Finally, the value of the well- 
chosen school site to the total community is shown. 1966 


OS-2 Just Beyond the Chalkboard (colour) 25 mins. 
The values and applications of outdoor study are considered. 
First to seventh grade classes are filmed during outdoor 
learning experiences for which they were prepared in the 
classroom. The film emphasizes the fact that an outdoor 
trip is not an end in itself but should include follow-up 
experiences in the recording of information, making of dis- 
plays, applying practical math concepts, creating science 
projects, creative writing, discussion, art projects, and dra- 
matic play. 1967 


OS-3 Lands for Learning (colour) 20 mins. 
The story of two sixth graders who spend a week in the 
Angeles National Forest with their class and learn about 
conservation in a natural environment. 1962 


OS-4 School Time in Camp (colour) 18 mins. 
Shows activities of two groups of city children in grades 5 
and 7 who go to a teacher-guided camp for three weeks 
during the regular schoo! term. 1947 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


PE-120 Folk Dance Today (colour) 16 mins. 
Teenagers have recently discovered that today’s latest dance 
steps are likely to be centuries old! This film visits a teen- 
agers’ dance party where the “IN” thing is to do Greek and 
Armenian line dances, the Swedish Hambo, middle eastern 
Debkas, and Bulgarian Kolos. During the party we ‘‘cut- 
away’”’ to show each ethnic dance, or type, performed by 
exhibition groups with authentic styling in native costumes. 
Among the dances are the Syrto, Zagarisios, Nas Bar, the 
Hambo, the Debka, and Daichovo. 1968 


PE-121 Gymnastics Fundamentals for Boys 

(colour) 14 mins. 
Fundamental moves demonstrated in the film include for- 
ward and backward rolls, cartwheels, forward hand:springs, 
and tumbling basics applied to competitive events. In addi- 
tion, parallel and horizontal gymnastics are demonstrated. 
Many routines, though advanced for beginning gymnasts, 
are viewed on the side horses and still rings. Safety and 
spotting methods are emphasized throughout the film, en- 
couraging students to use the proper safety procedures while 
performing gymnastics. 1969 
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PE-122 Gymnastics Fundamentals for Girls 

(colour) 14 mins. 
This film introduces the basic fundamental movements of 
gymnastics with emphasis on the proper approach to the 
various skills. 1969 


PE-119 Moving is Learning (colour) 18 mins. 
Shows teachers and parents of perceptually handicapped 
children a new method of assisting the children through 
physical methods of retraining at a visual learning centre. 
Describes the method of training which was developed by 
Professor Brian Cleary. 1967 


SCIENCE — BIOLOGY 


SB-117 Cell Biology: Mitosis and DNA (colour) 16 mins. 
The nearly endless number of arrangements of nucleotides 
within the DNA molecule account for the differneces be- 
tween individuals, as well as for those between species. 
Models illustrate the structure of the DNA molecule and its 
duplication prior to cell division. Cinemicroscopy of the 
division of a living cell supplemented by animation, illus- 
trates, step-by-step, the five stages of the mitotic process. 
Included is a short explanation of meiosis. 1965 


SB-118 Plant Animal Communities: Ecological Succession 

(b/w) 14 mins. 
Ecological succession, the long-term replacement of one 
biome by another — follows a predictable pattern that can 
be traced from either a bare rock stage or a water environ- 
ment to the appearance of a climax forest. Tracing both 
patterns shows that succession is controlled to a major 
extent by climate and landform, but may also be accelerated, 
interrupted, and retarded by man. 1967 


SB-116 The Prairie (colour) 12 mins. 
Showing the adaptation of the native plants and animals to 
this environment. 1964 


SCIENCE — CHEMISTRY 


SC-44 Power in Perpetuity (colour) 21 mins. 
This film describes the harnessing of Churchill Falls in the 
wilds of Labrador, a controlled drop of 245 feet for the 
eventual output of 7 million horse-power of hydro-electricity. 
Some of the work of construction is shown; diagrams illus- 
trate the conception of the whole scheme. 1967 


SCIENCE — GENERAL 


SG-188 Conservation and Our Forests (colour) 11 mins. 
Describes the various ways in which forests provide water, 
recreation, and wood products. Explains how foresters cut 
down trees without destroying the forest and how various 
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types of trees are reseeded or replanted. 1966 


SG-189 Conserving our Natural Resources (colour) 11 mins. 
Points out that man’s survival depends on his use of resourc- 
es. Describes how renewable and non-renewable resources 
may be used and explains that science has found substitutes 
for resources which are in short supply. 1966 


SG-192 An Essay on Science (colour) 19 mins. 
A film to show what happens at Canada’s National Research 
Council, near Ottawa, Here scientists work on the frontiers 
of knowledge, and, involved though most of the work is, 
some aspects have a fascinating visual effect. Areas of re- 
search examined by the film include applied science, medi- 
cine, chemistry, biology. 1963 


SG-193 Flammes Du Soleil (b/w) 11 mins. 
This film was produced in memory of B. Lyot who in 1935 
was the first to record solar protuberances using a corono- 
graph, thus in effect causing an artificial eclipse. 1945 


SG-190 Gardens for Everyone (colour) 12 mins. 
Designed to motivate young people to react to the beauty of 
their environment through appreciation and creative expres- 
sion: interest in nature, a reason for painting a picture or 
writing a poem, a desire to grow one’s own garden. Includes 
scenes of many kinds of public and private gardens. 1966 


SG-191 How A Scientist Works (colour) 15 mins. 
A scientist, working on a project involving observation of 
wild geese, demonstrates the scientific procedures of solving 
a problem. His role is illustrated by his work: keeping 
records, referring to reference books, testing theories and 
ideas, applying knowledge to untested situations. 1961 


SG-194 Light for Beginners (colour) 11 mins. 
Through simple observations and interesting demonstrations 
we learn of the basic properties of light. We see the effect of 
sunlight and compare it to artificial light, observing that all 
light is much alike. Shadows, reflections, the straight path 
of light, and the rainbow are some of the topics explored. 

1960 


SG-195 Magnets for Beginners (colour) 11 mins. 
Simple, step-by-step experiments show what materials 
magnets do or do not attract, what a magnetic field is, what 
poles are, and how magnetic force can pass through certain 
objects. A needle is made into a magnet and then used asa 
compass. A unique experiment shows the magnetic field in 
three dimensions, using iron filings suspended in glycerin. 

1965 


SG-196 The Stars at Night (colour) 11 mins. 
As a simple introduction to the stars, the film clearly an- 
swers such basic questions as why we cannot see the stars 
by day, why they seem to move across the sky during the 
night, and why we see different constellations at different 
times of the year. It shows familiar constellations — Orion 
the Hunter, the Big and Little Dippers, the planet Mars, and 
Milky Way Galaxy. 1967 


SCIENCE — NATURAL 


SN-279 Beetles: Backyard Science (colour) 11 mins. 
Describes beetles as a common form of insect, explains how 
to identify beetles and gives examples of harmful and helpful 
beetles. 1967 


SN-280 Crickets: Backyard Science (colour) 11 mins. 
Shows the life of a cricket. Explains how a cricket sings and 
how crickets can be easily raised for close observation. 1967 


SN-284 Life Cycle of the Wasp (colour) 18 mins. 
Discusses the life cycle of the paper wasp, explaining that it 
is a member of the bee family and that like the bee and the 
hornet, the wasp lives on flower nectar and fruit juices. Des- 
cribes how the wasp serves man by helping to cross-pollinate 
flowers. Points out that the female wasp spends her entire 
life in laying eggs and caring for her young. 1962 


SN-281 Life on a Dead Tree (colour) 11 mins. 
As two boys explore an old dead tree they find that it is the 
home of many different kinds of plants and animals; lizards, 
beetles, crickets, slugs, fungus plants, tree salamanders, ants, 
gophers, snakes, and many other living things. 1957 


SN-285 Living Things Are Everywhere (colour) 11 mins. 
The story of a boy’s discovery of the variety of living things 
to be found along a river bank and in the woods gives 
children an opportunity to test their own powers of obser- 
vation. They will find that living things may be discovered 
anywhere. The film stimulates interest in the study of plant 
and animal relationships. 1963 


SN-286 Nature’s Living Album: The Cougar 

(colour) 18 mins. 
Points out that the cougar still reigns supreme in the high 
mountains of the west as did his ancestors before him. Traces 
a typical family of great cats from birth through maturity. 
Includes scenes of relatives of the cougar, the bobcat, ocelot, 
and Canadian lynx. 1968 


SN-287 Nature’s Living Album: The Coyote 

(colour) 18 mins. 
Presents a true story of how the coyote, a keen-witted mem- 
ber of nature’s wild dog family has learned to live in close 
proximity to his greatest enemy — man. The coyote has 
enlarged his domain in spite of man’s expansion of cities, 
industries, and freeways. 1968 


SN-282 Plants Live Through the Winter (colour) 11 mins. 
In fall, many trees are leafless and many smaller plants seem 
dead. Yet some plants are alive — not just evergreens, but 
plants with living stems above the ground or below it. The 
film defines perennials, biennials, and annuals, and shows 
what happens to each kind in winter, so that in spring they 
may renew themselves — green and beautiful. 1968 


SN-283 The Seagull (colour) 14 mins. 
Thousands of gulls come to the same Pacific islands every 
year to raise their young. The film shows selection of a nest- 


ing site, courtship display, nest-building, and incubation. An 
experiment shows that the gull will readily incubate substi- 
tute eggs. Nesting territories are fiercely defended and 
fledglings that trespass are attacked. The young that survive 
mature in four years and repeat the life cycle. 1968 


SCIENCE — PHYSICS 


SP-84 Motion and Time (colour) 11 mins. 
A study of man’s relation to time and motion. Describes the 
early theories about time and motion and gives a visual pre- 
sentation of the principles of Einstein’s theory of relativity. 

1962 


SOCIAL STUDIES 


SS-829 Clothes Around the World (colour) 11 mins. 
The clothing people wear depends upon the weather, the 
materials available and the customs of the people. Other 
important factors include changes in methods of making 
materials, changes in needs and movements of people and 
ideas from one part’of the world to another. 1967 


SS-830 European Culture Regions: Its People at Work 

(colour) 23 mins. 
This film covers the whole Western European peninsula with 
its many different regions, and shows what the individual 
members of each region have in common. It then proceeds 
to explain the economy of each region, the natural resourc- 
es, the climate and how it affects the livelihood of the 
nation. 1966 


SS-790 Farm Community (colour) 14 mins. 
Presents an overview of modern farm community life. Shows 
the activities of one family: their work and contribution to 
the community, and some of the services they receive in 
return. Some typical crops grown by farmers in different 
regions of the country are also shown. 1967 


SS-831 Gold Diggers Ballad, The (colour) 7 mins. 
Famous watercolours painted in the 1800's by S.T. Gill 
capture the feeling of optimism at the time of the Australian 
gold rushes. The gold diggers expressive faces and activities 
show the tremendous fever and hunger for gold in the 1850's 
in Australia. The paintings are presented with a background 
of Australian ballads with guitar accompaniment. 1968 


SS-791 Manuel From Puerto Rico (colour) 14 mins. 
This film shows how Manuel, a member of a minority group 
feels strange in a classroom where everyone speaks English, 
and the difficulty he has in understanding a new language. 

1966 


SS-792 Mexico: Land of Colour and Contrast 


(colour) 20 mins. 
Promotes a better understanding of Mexico. Cultural changes 
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from early civilizations to the present time. Progress is 
evident in industry, agriculture, expanding education, and 
improved living standards. 1967 


SS-832 Ned Kelly (colour) 6 mins. 
Australian artist Sidney Nolan, after going on a tour through 
“Kelly country” painted in rapid succession a series of 
pictures on the life of the notorious outlaw. The symbolism 
aroused excitement in both London and Paris. 1967 


SS-793 Night Community Helpers (colour) 7 mins. 
An introduction to the activities and importance of night 
workers. 1968 


SS-794 Niko — Boy of Greece (colour) 21 mins. 
Portrait of hardships and happiness on a small island in the 
Aegean Sea. Niko lives in a proud, closely-knit community 
composed of many generations of families. Life is simple, 
and structured according to age-old customs. The film illus- 
trates the influence of environment and tradition upon the 
behaviour and development of children. 1968 


SS-833 On Three Moon Creek (colour) 7 mins. 
Features the work of Australian artist Gil Jamies. By striking 
use of colour, the artist has attempted to capture the suffer- 
ing brought about by extended drought in the Australian 
outback. The final paintings show the relief which is experi- 
enced when rain finally comes. Music and words of a ballad 
reinforce the story. 1967 


SS-834 The Paris of Francois (colour) 22 mins. 
Fresh-made bread with loads of butter and jam. . shopping 
in open-air markets . . instead of supermarkets . . a joyful 
walk to school past pigeons and famous landmarks that fill 
a young Parisian’s heart with pride . . great art, his uncle’s 
drawings and his own sketches . . daydreams of piloting his 
father’s barge under the famous ponts, past Notre Dame. . 
certainly these are all part of Francois’ Paris. But what of 
brushing his teeth in the morning and at night. . the teacher 
who keeps him after school . . the boy he’d like to call his 
friend, but whose confidence he can’t quite win. .? Can 
they be part of his Paris too? They can..they are. 1969 


SS-795 Transportation by Bus (colour) 10 mins. 
Story follows two children, Sally and Jim, taking a bus trip 
to visit their grandparents in another town. 1968 


SS-796 Transportation by Freight Train (colour) 10 mins. 
A contemporary study of how freight trains bring us the 
products and goods we need for modern living. 1968 


SS-797 Transportation by Helicopter (colour) 10 mins. 
Most helicopters are shown in this film as vehicles of trans- 
portation, as modern “work horses’’ of construction and 


agriculture. 1968 
SS-798 Transportation by Inland Waterways 

(colour) 10 mins. 
Transportation along inland waterways such as rivers, canals, 
and lakes is a necessary part of our economy. 1968 
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SS-799 Trucks and Truck Transportation (colour) 11 mins. 
This film illustrates the different sizes and types of trucks 
used today and how they are used to bring produce, 
materials, and products to the community. 1968 


SS-800 We Want Goods and Services (colour) 10 mins. 
Shows that we have many wants, some are goods, and some 
are services 1968 


GEOGRAPHY 
S$S-835 Aden (b/w) 13 mins. 
The town of Aden is entirely dependent on commercial ship- 
ping for its existence, having no natural resources of its own. 
The people living in the hilly region outside the town are 
seen farming a few small areas where irrigation is possible. 
Village life is shown, including the market, travel by camel 
and donkey, and the only local industry, salt production. 
1968 


SS-801 Africa’s Vanishing Wildlife (colour) 15 mins. 
The film illustrates how many kinds of animals are able to 
live together in Africa’s remaining wildlife regions. 1967 


SS-836 Afghanistan — Emerging from Isolation 

(colour) 20 mins. 
Tells through the viewpoint of a typical citizen how Afghan- 
istan is facing the challenges of the modern world. Discusses 
the social and economic structure and shows the beauty of 
Afghanistan. 1968 


SS-837 Against The Sea (colour) 17 mins. 
A case study of coastal erosion and protection in Christ- 
church Bay, Hampshire, Studies the problem of mass move- 
ment and running water at the cliff top, while waves attack 
the base of the cliff and shore line. 1968 


SS-838 Antarctica — Coldest Continent (colour) 14 mins. 
Antarctica, the continent of contrasts and extremes! In one 
treatment, the student gains basic insights into the geography, 
geology, ecology, biology, and scientific research concepts 
to be learned about this important area of the world. 1967 


SS-839 Bangkok (colour) 18 mins. 
The colourful capital of Thailand is presented with its street 
peddlers, an industrialist who is a Prince, factories, a classical 
dancing school, weavers and dyers of Thai silk, the nostrums 
of a Chinese pharmacy, and above all, the life along the 
miles of Klongs (canals) that lace the city. 1967 


SS-802 The Colorado River (colour) 14 mins. 
High in the Rocky Mountains begin the headwaters of the 
Colorado River and its tributaries. Draining an area almost 
one-quarter million square miles in the Southwestern United 
States, the river system provides water to a semi-arid yet 
developing region. In addition, its dams provide electric 
power, recreation, and help eliminate the alternate periods 
of floods.and droughts. 1968 


SS-803 Colorado River: Water and Power for the Southwest 
(colour) 20 mins. 
The work and progress of man and machine to harness the 
power of the Colorado River is shown. 1968 


SS-804 Coniferous Forest Biome (colour) 15 mins. 
Using the Northern or boreal forest as a setting the film 
illustrates the conditions and life of this great climax forest 
area. The characteristics of the coniferous forest biome are 
clearly illustrated. 1968 


SS-805 Conserving Our Wildlife Today (colour) 11 mins. 
By cutting forests, draining swamps, replacing natural vege- 
tation with crops and polluting air and water, we have 
drastically changed the amounts and kinds of wildlife an 
area can support. 1968 


SS-840 Egyptian Villagers (colour) 18 mins. 
One day — dawn to dusk, in a village near the Nile. In par- 
ticular, one day in the life of Mustafa and his family; on their 
land, in the home, at work, and at rest. The village school, 
the village blacksmith, the market place, the village well are 
shown. 1968 


SS-806 Face of The Sahara (colour) 20 mins. 
Pastoral nomad tribes have made the Sahara their home for 
thousands of years. This film shows how the constant threat 
of drought, combined with modern transportation and com- 
munication, is bringing drastic changes to their age-old way 
of life and causing them to vanish from the Sahara. 1968 


SS-841 Food Markets of London (colour) 7 mins. 
The work of London’s three major food markets of Covent 
Garden, Billingsgate, and Smithfield are examined. This film 
is intended to provide useful illustrative material to supple- 
ment project work and lessons based on London’s economic 
life. 1968 


SS-807 Food Supply: Its Effect on Civilization 

(colour) 15 mins. 
In all societies man has first had to attend to his food needs 
before he could develop a civilization marked by cultural and 
scientific achievement. The film traces the factors that have 
either fostered or hindered agricultural growth and conse- 
quently civilization. Included are examinations of early 
Greece, Europe in the Middle Ages, Colonial America, mod- 
ern day United States, and Latin America. 1967 


SS-842 Grand Canyon (colour) 26 mins. 
The film explores the geography and the natural beauty of 
Grand Canyon and the unchanged tribal life of the isolated 
Havasupi Indians who live on the floor of the canyon. It also 
notes the harm done to the balance of nature in the canyon 
area through man’s well-intentioned tampering. 1966 


SS-843 Highland Indians of Peru (colour) 18 mins. 
The Indian farmers of the highlands own few of the llamas 
and sheep, few of the fertile acres. They work the land for 
absentee owners. Hard brutal work is alleviated by the nar- 
cotic leaf of the coca leaf, and an occasional trip to the 
village on a festival day. 1968 


SS-844 Hungary: Dependence on Agriculture 
(colour) 17 mins. 
Depicts the importance of agriculture to the economy of 


Hungary. Shows how industrial development is helping the 
people of Hungary improve their living conditions and pro- 
jects the economic development of the country in the 
immediate years ahead. 1968 


SS-845 Industrial Region in Sweden (colour) 18 mins. 
One of the unique areas in Sweden where modern industry 
is combined with semi-rural living. Three basic resources — 
timber, water, and iron-ore have been fashioned by man into 
factories and mills, gracious attractive towns, modern com- 
fortable housing, lake and forest playgrounds. Einar Johans- 
son and family enjoy all these amenities. 1968 


SS-846 Japanese Farmers (colour) 16 mins. 
Rural Japan and the highly skilled hard-working people from 
the country. We see their cultivation of rice, tea, straw- 
berries, and the famed mandarin orange. The point is made 
that despite intensive cultivation of every inch of usable 
soil, Japan must still import a great deal of her food. 1968 


SS-808 Life in The Far East (colour) 16 mins. 
Photographed in Korea, Japan, Hong Kong, and on the 
Chinese Mainland, this film presents a comprehensive picture 
of the way of life of the people of the Far East. It deals 
with the region as a whole referring to individual countries 
only when a local feature or custom differs from the general 
pattern. 1968 


SS-809 Life Zones of the Central Rockies (colour) 21 mins. 
The ecology in the four life zones are illustrated — the 
grassland-deciduous zone, the pine-transition zone, the 
spruce-fir zone, and the alpine-arctic zone. The vegetation 
and wildlife characteristics of each zone are analyzed. 1968 


SS-847 Mapping The Earth’s Surface (colour) 16 mins. 
The process of mapmaking is studied from the establish- 
ment of a network of control points, through the collection 
of detailed facts and information by ground teams and 
stereoscopic aerial photography, to the final compilation 
and printing. 1968 


SS-848 Mexico; Part | — Northern and Southern Regions 

(colour) 17 mins. 
This film illustrates the basic differences between northern 
and southern Mexico — in such areas as natural setting and 
ways of living. 1965 


SS-849 Mexico; Part I! — Central and Gulf Coast Regions 

(colour) 18 mins. 
Shows and explains why the central Plateau is the economy 
of Middle America. Emphasizes how important Middle 


America is to the United States — for marketing our 
products, supplying farm products and minerals, and in- 
suring our freedom and security. 1965 


SS-810 Midwest: Heartland of a Nation (colour) 25 mins. 
The midwest is a land of abundance — a trade and industrial 
centre of the nation which also boasts unrivaled agricultural 
output. This film shows how agriculture and industry have 
made the Midwest a wealthy region vital to the nation’s 
economy. 1968 
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SS-850 New Guinea (colour) 16 mins. 
Pictures the confrontation of New Guinea with the civiliza- 
tion of the twentieth century. 1967 


SS-851 New Life for a Spanish Farmer (colour) 18 mins. 
Ramon Cortez moves from the arid land of his ancestors to 
a new area to farm irrigated land. We see the journey by 
donkey cart; the richness of the new soil; the new house, 
implements, animals, and the beginning of the new life. 

1968 


SS-852 New Zealand: Its Farms and Cities (colour) 17 mins. 
We learn something of the prosperity of New Zealand as we 
follow the story of 19 year old Alan Wilson. The key to 
success for New Zealand and for Alan has been hard work. 

1967 


SS-853 North Island Dairy Farm: New Zealand 

(colour) 14 mins. 
A day on a New Zealand dairy farm is shown in detail and 
followed by a sequence on milk, its various by-products and 
its export from the island. 1967 


SS-854 North Sea Islanders (colour) 19 mins. 
In their manner of working the land, in the design of their 
houses, even in the studies of the children in school, the 
islanders are always conscious of the danger that constantly 
threatens them — a storm tide. If a very high tide combines 
with a fierce storm, their islands are submerged, their crops 
ruined, their lives in danger. 1968 


SS-855 A Norwegian Fjord (colour) 13 mins. 
Hardanger Fjord, one of the largest in Norway is depicted. 
On the slopes of the hills, the farmers graze their cattle and 
grow vegetables and fruit. In the town the men work ina 
vast plant, which is powered by the lakes and rivers of the 
mountains high above. Eric is a schoolboy in the town where 
his father works in the plant. His mother and younger sister 
spend most of their time in the home and at the market- 
place. 1966 


SS-856 Oceania (colour) 16 mins. 
Describes the vastness of the South Pacific region known as 
Oceania which consists of over a thousand islands — one- 
fifth of the earth’s land mass. Discusses the geological and 
geographic aspects of the islands. Deals with the cultural 
groups of the region, their environment and the economic 
and social changes taking place in the area. 1968 


SS-857 Oil in Libya (colour) 16 mins. 
Most of Libya is desert, providing a lean sustenance for man 
and camel. But the oil resources of the country are trans- 
forming it. Libya has become the greatest oil producer in 
Africa and Tripoli a huge and modern port. A totally new 
harbour and city was built at Mars-el-Berga. The traditional 
craftsman has become an oil worker, living in work camps 
at the wells, travelling by aircraft from camp to camp. 1968 


SS-858 The Pacific West (colour) 24 mins. 
An overview of a vast and varied region that comprises one- 
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tenth of continental United States, not including Alaska. 
The Pacific West has few natural resources, but its economy 
thrives due to the energy and ingenuity of its restless 
spirited people. Case studies of a forest products ranger, a 
Central Valley farmer, an airline maintenance employee, 
and a physicist personalize the booming agricultural, com- 
mercial, and industrial activities of the West Coast and 
provide useful insights into its historical and geographical 
aspects. A concluding sequence explores the problems in the 
rapid and virtually uncontrolled development of the land.

SS-811 The Philippines: Island Republic (colour) 16 mins. 
The Philippines is a multi-island republic with about half of 
its 7,000 islands inhabited. It is a relatively new country in 
Southeast Asia successfully governing itself and achieving a 
stable economy. This film will help students appreciate 
some of the problems confronting the Philippines and how 
the young republic is working to solve them. 1967 


SS-812 Problem with Water is People (colour) 25 mins. 
Examines the potential crisis in the Nation’s most vital 
natural resource—water. Follows the course of the Colorado 
River and the flow of water into cities, towns, factories, and 
farmlands pointing out the many uses and abuses of water. 

1964 


SS-859 Problems of Conservation: Air (colour) 15 mins. 
Studies adverse effects of air pollution. Discusses technolo- 
gical and legislative controls. Specifies the percentages of 
various gasses that make up troposphere. 1968 


SS-860 Rice Farmer in Thailand (colour) 19 mins. 
Payong is headman or mayor of a small Thai village, and 
also one of the more progressive rice farmers in his area. The 
film spans a season from planting to harvesting, including 
the King’s rice ceremony in Bangkok, a harvest feast for 
Buddhist monks, domestic life in the village. 1968 


SS-861 Rise and Fall of the Great Lakes (colour) 16 mins. 
Live action footage with special effects and animated graph- 
ics are combined with a spirited folksong soundtrack to 
explain the glacial origins of the Great Lakes Region. The 
“fall’’ refers to the region threatened by sprawling indus- 
trial growth and its accompanying pollution. 1969 


SS-862 River People of Chad (colour) 20 mins. 
Life in the village of Kotokos on the Shari River. The 
people grow some food, but mainly they are fishermen. 
They build and repair their balsa boats, build a new house, 
cook and eat their meals, and when the night’s fishing 
brings a good catch, they go to Fort Lamy — capital of 
Chad, and trade in the teeming market. 1968 


SS-813 Senegal (b/w) 16 mins. 
Senegal, recently an independent country, is now struggling 
for economic independence. How this potentially wealthy 
but underdeveloped nation is trying to solve problems on 
many fronts is revealed in scenes of modern advancement 
that exist side by side with the primitive means. 1968 


SS-863 South Africa (colour) 27 mins. 
This film shows the nature of the unusual historical back- 
ground out of which modern South Africa has evolved and 
develops an awareness of the many social problems which 
the peoples of South Africa face. Students learn of the 
many criticisms which have been leveled at the South 
African Government's racial policies. 1968 


SS-864 The South: Roots of Urban Crisis (colour) 26 mins. 
Poverty and violence are dual factors in today’s urban 
crisis. Regional sections of America are inter-related by the 
pattern of migration from the rural South to the Urban 
centres of the North, West, and East. The film attempts to 
explain the historic roots of today’s social crisis. 1968 


SS-865 Thames Journey (colour) 7 mins. 
The film shows a Thames Journey from Westminster Pier to 
Tilbury Docks. Sequences including busy waterway traffic 
are shown and the work of the docks illustrate the impor- 
tance of London as a world port. 1968 


SS-866 Timber in Finland (colour) 18 mins. 
The great network of lakes and rivers that gives Finland a 
water highway on which to carry her valuable timber to the 
mills which make pulp and paper, is shown. Included are 
scenes of cutting trees in the bitter winter and the spring 
log drive, from the fast streams of the high country to the 
deep broad lakes. 1968 


SS-867 Transportation around the World (colour) 11 mins. 
Relating geography in different places to forms of travel, 
we see transportation from the most primitive to the most 
complex. Llamas in the Andes, kayaks in the Arctic, elec- 
tric trains in Japan, and helicopters in the United States 
illustrate land, water, and air transportation. 1968 


SS-868 Venezuela: Mario’s Journey (colour) 21 mins. 
This unusual new film portrays the contrasting patterns of 
life in Venezuela in a backward lagoon village and in a boom 
town in the heart of one of the world’s richest oil fields. 
While people in villages live much as they did when the land 
was discovered, those who have migrated to the oil fields 
have found a more comfortable life. 1968 


SS-869 Village in Samoa (colour) 21 mins. 
A typical Samoan village is chosen for a close-up study of 
the inhabitants, their homes, foods, crops, and cultural 
rituals. 1967 


SS-870 We Explore Mountain Life (colour) 11 mins. 
Following Jim, Janet, and their parents up the side of a 
mountain, we see plant life changing from grassland to 
trees, to windswept outcroppings where mosses, grasses, and 
alpine flowers are the only plants. Similarly, a variety of 
animals from the elk to the pika live at the different eleva- 
tions. 1968 


SS-871 Western Europe: A Community of Nations 
(coiour) 27 mins. 
A comprehensive study of Western Europe that includes 


West Germany, Holland, Belgium, Luxembourg, and the 
United Kingdom, with special emphasis on France. The 
people are shown, with their recurring problems and rela- 
tionships. Among questions asked are: Should a further in- 
tegration of these countries be made? Will they one day 
become a community of nations? 1969 


SS-872 Winemakers in France (colour) 15 mins. 
Wine making near Dijon, France, is shown beginning with 
the care given to the vine during the growing season up to 
the bottling of the wine for further aging. 1968 


SS-873 Wool in Australia (colour) 18 mins. 
A sheep fair at Sydney, New South Wales opens the film. 
Then the outback, with the broad plains that sustain mil- 
lions of fine Merino sheep is shown. We also see the care of 
the sheep, and sheep-shearers at work. After sale of wool in 
Melbourne and Sydney the bales of wool are loaded on 
ships bound for the markets of the world. 1968 


SS-814 World Sugar (colour) 12 mins. 
A map of the world shows the largest sugar-producing 
areas and is followed by scenes of the growing and harvest- 
ing of sugar cane in Tanzania and the sugar beet being sown 
and harvested in East Anglia. 1968 


HISTORY 

SS-874 Battle of Britain, The (Parts | and 11) (b/w) 50 mins. 
After 57 nights of continual bombings by the Luftwaffe in 
May 1940, Britain’s grim determination to fight remained 
steadfast. We see the miracle of Dunkirk, the unbelievable 
evacuation of 300,000 British and French. We see the pre- 
paration to ward off Operation Sea Lion, the invasion that 
never came. Truly Britain’s “finest hour’. 1964 


SS-875 Canada: Unity or Division (colour) 23 mins. 
A case-study of the problems of a French-Canadian minority 
in an English-speaking and English dominated land. The film 
chronicles the rise and eclipse of French power in the New 
World, followed by a documentary presentation of major 
sides of the issue of unity or division. 1969 


SS-876 China: Civil War and Invasion — 1927-1941 

(b/w) 22 mins. 
Highlights the complex interrelationship of China’s pro- 
blems: Japan’s invasion of Manchuria and the challenge to 
the Nationalists by Mao’s Communists. After an unsuccessful 
effort to join forces with Mao, Chiang turns to the U.S. 
when Japan invades China proper. 1968 


SS-877 China: Rise of Communist Power — 1941-1967 

(b/w) 29 mins. 
Even though the Allies support Chiang, U.S. confidence 
fades as he steadily loses out to the Communists with their 
promises of ‘“‘Peace and Land’’. He retreats to Formosa with 
his Nationalists, surrounded by symbols of an ancient China. 
In two decades, Mao has gained full control of the mainland 
and has created a new tyranny. Theodore White concludes 
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with a statement that an understanding of China is as dif- 


ficult—and essential—as an understanding of outer space. 
1968 


SS-878 China: Search for National Unity — 1800-1927 

(b/w) 22 mins. 
Students see how today’s problems began with the disap- 
pearance of the Manchu dynasty, leaving China without a 
unified government. Hatred of foreigners and economic 
collapse help create. such revolutionaries as Sun Yet Sen, 
followed by Chiang Kai-Shek and Mao Tse-Tung. 1968 


SS-879 Cities in Crisis: What's Happening? 

(colour) 21 mins. 
Using an original “‘rock-and-roll’’ score and free form camera 
techniques, this film exposes the crass and ugly in contem- 
porary urban life. It deals with traffic jams, be-smogged air, 
house-smashing bulldozers, cavorting ghetto children, drag- 
strip racing. In this collage, these sights and sounds of a 
pleasure-bent society indict the social, economic and moral 
values that have permitted this megalopolis to arise. 1968 


SS-880 Civilization: Heroic Materialism (colour) 50 mins. 
Sir Kenneth Clark shows how the heroic materialism of the 
past hundred years has been linked with an equally remark- 
able increase in humanitarianism. His thoughts on the world 
in which we are now living take him from the English 
industrial landscape of the nineteenth century to the sky- 
scrapers of contemporary New York; the world of the radio 
telescope and the exploration of space. 1967 


SS-881 Civilization: The Skin of Our Teeth 

(colour) 50 mins. 
Sir Kenneth Clark looks at the Dark Ages, the six centuries 
following the collapse of the Roman Empire. Travelling from 
Byzantine Ravenna to the Celtic Hebrides, from the Norway 
of the Vikings to Charlemagne’s chapel at Aachen, he un- 
ravels the extraordinary story of how European thought and 
art were saved by ‘the skin of our teeth”. 1967 


SS-882 Egypt: Land of Antiquity (colour) 17 mins. 
The glories of ancient Egypt are famed throughout the 
world. Today, visitors to the land of the Pharaohs can 
view many relics and artifacts still in existence. In the fertile 
Nile Valley, we view tombs, hieroglyphics and temples of 
antiquity. In Aswan, the granite quarries are visited and in 
Nubia, the sandy wastes of the desert are studied. The temple 
of Karnak and all its treasures, Luxor and obelisks are ex- 
plored, and finally, at Giza, the first wonder of the world, 
the tomb of Cheops brings this film to an exciting finish.

SS-883 Egypt Today: The United Arab Republic 

(colour) 17 mins. 
Egypt’s capital, is a city of glass, steel, and concrete. At 
Aswan, is located one of the world’s finest dams. In spite 
of the tremendous modernization, agriculture and transpor- 
tation remain almost the same as centuries ago. Tourism, 
cotton, and fees from Suez Canal traffic are the main sources 
of Egyptian revenue. 1967 
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SS-815 The Egyptologists (colour) 25 mins. 
This film illustrates the archeological trip to save the rem- 
nants of antiquity at the Aswan Dam. It shows the work of 
historians, archeologists, and other researchers as they plan 
and execute this trip in their attempt to salvage history.

SS-816 Eva Peron (b/w) 27 mins. 
Poor and uneducated, actress Eva Peron rose to control of 
Argentina by dominating her less brilliant husband, Juan 
Peron. Her influence and impact are still felt some 15 years 
after her death. The film shows very clearly the methods and 
tools of the demagogue, as students observe how Eva Peron 
won power over the masses with her social, political and 
charitable activities. 1965 


SS-817 Exploring the Unwritten Past (colour) 22 mins. 
Scientific methods are used to analyze objects relating to 
man in Britain prior to recorded history. Aerial and ground 
photography are used to locate settlements; stratification 
and the Carbon 14 method are used to date excavated 
objects and analyses of organic remains such as bark, pollen, 
and grain give information on climate and vegetation. 1968 


SS-819 1492 — Part | (colour) 14 mins. 
Focuses on the Renaissance as it flowered in Florence. 
Some of the great art treasures of all time are seen—illustrat- 
ing the freeing of man’s spirit in a new age. 1965 


SS-820 1492 — Part Il — Christopher Columbus 

(colour) 40 mins. 
Part Il begins by retracing the path of Columbus—first 
through Spain then during the long anxious days across the 
Atlantic—and ends by recapturing the sweep and adventure 
of the trip that opened up a new world. 1965 


SS-884 Germ and Chemical Warfare (b/w) 30 mins. 
This film raises the question ‘‘why is the United States 
embarked on a Chemical and Biological Warfare program? “’ 
Military personnel and scientists disagree on the need for 
this research and the ultimate question is raised whether 
the United States and the 13 other nations presently in- 
volved with germ and gas research is on a course to survival 
or cataclysm. 1968 


SS-885 Glory that was Greece — Age of Victory 

(b/w) 38 mins. 
Filmed in the mountains of Crete, the Greek islands, and in 
Greece, famous novelist and raconteur Sir Compton 
MacKenzie reflects on the ancient glories of this land, 
standing on the actual sites where the legends of Greece 
arose and where the ancient battles were fought.

The problems which Ghandi faced when he became the first 
Prime Minister of an independent India, how he dealt with 
them, and how they still exist today. 1968 


SS-890 History 1917-67 — The New Europe (b/w) 20 mins. 
Reconstruction of Europe under the Marshall Aid program. 
1968 


SS-891 History 1917-67 — The Rise of Hitler (b/w) 20 mins. 
Hitler’s road to power and the growth of the Nazi Party. 
1968 


SS-892 “I Have a Dream...” The Life of Martin Luther King 
(b/w) 35 mins. 
The story of this dedicated man's life, and the forces that 
brought him to the leadership of his people are explored, 
with actual news film footage. The film brings a better 
understanding of the philosophies and ideals that he ex- 
emplified. In telling the story of Dr. King, the civil rights 
movement of the 1950’s and 60’s plays an integral part.

SS-893 Knud (b/w) 31 mins. 
Artwork and original photography are used to show the ex- 
periences and adventures of the Arctic explorer, Knud 
Rasmussen. Knud mapped and explored the northern and 
west coasts of Greenland, Hudson Strait, Northern Canada 
to Alaska and the Bering Strait while living with the 
Eskimos. 1968 


SS-818 Leonardo Da Vinci (Parts | and II) (colour) 54 mins. 
This extraordinary film traces the life story of the great 
Renaissance man and the enormous influence of his ideas 
and innovations on the intellectual history of the western 
world — as a painter, sculptor, architect, musician, engineer, 
and scientists. 1965 


SS-894 Modern Africa: Sport and Entertainment 
(colour) 14 mins. 
Describes African sport and entertainment. Points out that 


the many new forms of amusement as well as the older forms 
are both modern and traditional in nature. 1968 


SS-895 Red China: Peking and the Commune 

(colour) 22 mins. 
This presentation shows many of the daily habits and ways 
of the ordinary Chinese, particularly in the market-places 
of the city and in the surrounding countryside. It suggests 
that in spite of the recent ‘’Red China’’ actions, ancient 
Chinese history, and religion are carefully being preserved 
in the maintenance of temples and monasteries, and the 
impressive tombs of the dynasties. 1968 


SS-821 1776 (Parts | and II) (colour) 54 mins. 
This film recreates the year that launched a world revolution 
whose end has not yet been reached. Filmed at Lexington, 
Concord, Boston, Philadelphia, Williamsburg, and in England 
and France,-‘’1776” relates not only what happened but 
how it happened. 1965 


SS-896 Social Change and the American Woman 

(b/w) 19 mins. 
A survey of the American woman’s changing status. Histori- 
cal highlights include the days of Victorian conformity, the 
suffrage movement, the Jazz Age, and two world wars. By 
focusing on the American woman, the film examines overall 
aspects of today’s way of living. 1967 


SS-822 Time Lines and History (colour) 13 mins. 
The film shows the value of time lines in establishing the 
relativity of time. It does this by establishing the brevity of 
modern history, ancient history, and the entire history of 
the human race when compared to the immensity of geolo- 
gical time. It makes the point that such events as the age of 
the dinosaurs are, in fact, comparatively modern phenomena. 
It shows the difficulty of a common time scale for the whole 
of history. It should also prove useful to the geography 
teacher as an introduction to understanding geological 
time. 1966 


SS-823 U.S.S.R. — Family of Tashkent (Life on a Collective 
Farm) (b/w) 20 mins. 
This film demonstrates how change has come to an area 
which, until 40 years ago, had altered little since the days of 
Mohammed. Severe in its emphasis on careful, accurate re- 
porting, this unusual motion picture shows us how a self- 
contained community works, by following the activities of 
a village foreman. The viewer gets a clear sense of the life 
of the people — their dignity, charm, and their ability to 
blend the old with the new. 1967 


SS-824 U.S.S.R. — Geography and Peoples (Many Faces of 
a Vast Land) (b/w) 20 mins. 
We learn how physical geography controls the use of 
natural resources, creates enormous transportation pro- 
blems and influences the work and play of the Soviet 
Union’s many peoples. The film’s value lies primarily in its 
exploration of relationships—between the land and _ its 
people, between communication and transportation, be- 
tween the inhabitants of various areas. 1967 
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SS-825 U.S.S.R. — Pioneer Family of Bratsk (A Siberian 

City is Born) (b/w) 20 mins. 
By means of the personal story of a young couple and their 
daughter, this film shows the development of a new town 
in the growing frontier of the Soviet Union where “‘pioneers”’ 
have come to help build a new hydro-electric power station— 
the largest in the world. The camera captures the spirit of 
adventure and hope for the future that brought this family 
to Bratsk. Though the skills needed are different, building 
this frontier takes the same kind of people who pioneered 
the American West—people with spirit, courage and deter- 
mination. 1967 


SS-826 U.S.S.R. — Six Workers of Moscow (colour) 23 mins. 
This film depicts one day in the lives of six Moscow factory 
workers, members of a team or “‘brigade’’. The factory in 
which they work, the schools in which their children are 
educated, the recreational and health services in which they 
participate, are all clearly portrayed. We see in the film some 
of the incentives that motivate Russian workers—the piece- 
work method, bonuses for special inventions, factory honour 
rolls, etc. Through live sound, including interviews with 
each of the workers, this film offers a unique view of Moscow 
life today. 1967 


SS-827 U.S.S.R. — The Soviet Citizen and his Community 

(colour) 23 mins. 
This film examines the structural setup of a Moscow com- 
munity in order to demonstrate the process of local self- 
government which prevails in the U.S.S.R. We see the 
workings of a voluntary police force and the ‘‘comradely 
court’, dealing with more serious cases. The film goes on 
to show how young people are taught what is expected of 
them in a communist society, and in its realistic approach 
offers a unique experience and understanding of Soviet 
community life. 1967 


SS-828 Vanishing Cornwall (Parts | and 11) 
(colour) 54 mins. 
Based on Daphne du Maurier’s book by the same name, this 
beautifully photographed film is narrated by Sir Michael 
Redgrave; and is taken directly from the text of the book. 
Miss du Mautier has lived in Cornwall for over forty years. 
It is the setting for some of her famous novels; ‘‘Rebecca’’, 
“Jamaica Inn”, ‘““Frenchmen’s Creek”. ‘“The King’s General’, 
“My Cousin Rachel’’ showing the history, legends, and 
people. In this film we share her knowledge of the past and 
all that has given Cornwall its rich history and flavour. 
1968 


SPACE 


S-1 Apollo 8 (colour) 18 mins. 
This film includes extensive pictures of the earth and the 
moon as well as spacecraft activities which the astronauts 
photographed during the mission. Designed to stimulate 
interest in the scientific aspects of this historic flight, the 
film also touches on the social and political implications of 
man’s first flight to the moon. 1968 
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S-2 Beyond the Sky (colour) 54 mins. 
Reaching the moon is such a foregone conclusion with space 
scientists that they are now planning communities for hu- 
mans to live in when they arrive. And beyond the moon, 
man is probing the rest of our solar system to determine 
the feasibility of travel to more distant places. 1968 


S-3 The Flaming Sky (colour) 27 mins. 
The nature of the aurora—the mysterious northern and 
southern lights—is explored. The development of modern 
understanding of this phenomenon is traced from the 
ancient Romans to theories which examine present scienti- 
fic thinking on what the aurora is, what causes it, and its 
relationship to other events in man’s physical environment, 
including the earth’s magnetic field, radio waves, and solar 
activity. 1967 


S-4 Life on Other Planets (colour) 20 mins. 
Reviews facts and principles of biology by answering key 
questions. Are there other planets where life could exist? 
How might life be expected to arise? What would we expect 
the plants and animals from outer space to be like? 1968 


S-5 Man in Flight (colour) 31 mins. 
The definitive story of man’s conquest of the air—from 
early Chinese experiments to today’s jet age. 1968 


S-6 Plasma: The Fourth State of Matter (colour) 10 mins. 
The stars, the earth’s ionosphere, even the matter in a glow- 
ing neon sign, are examples of plasma, the fourth state of 
matter. As temperature increases matter changes from one 
to another of the three familiar states; the arrangement of 
the atoms or molecules becomes less orderly, and their 
motion more violent. The plasma state results when the 
amount of energy is great enough to cause the atoms them- 
selves to break down into free electrons and protons, or 
ions. As yet, relatively little is known about plasma but it 
may someday enable men to produce inexpensive energy 
by fusion, just as the sun does now. 1968 


S-7 The Red Planet — Mars (colour) 17 mins. 
Animation and still photographs are used to show Mars in 
the solar system. With diagrams for the space satellites, 
indication is given of how diagrams are prepared for the 
space satellites, and how man may one day be able to get a 
closer view of the surface of the planet. Some details of the 
satellite Mariner indicate how close-ups of the planet will be 
secured and sent back to the earth. 1967 


S-8 The Star Seekers (colour) 9 mins. 
An animated history of astronomy from the time of the 
ancient Greeks to our own day. With a narration that fre- 
quently quotes directly from the words of the scientists at 
the time when they lived, the film presents the theories and 
discoveries of Pythagoras, Ptolemy, Copernicus, Kelper, 
Isaac Newton, and Kant along with those of the modern 
cosmologists of this century, Einsteins, Hubble, Hoyle, and 
Fowler. Showing how man’s thought has led to his increased 


knowledge, the film is a stimulant to scientific curiosity 
for upper elementary students. 1966 


S-9 We are Not Alone: Is There Life on Other Planets? 
(colour) 32 mins. 
This film begins with a recapitulation of man’s curiosity re- 
garding the mysteries of the universe. Scientists tell of radio 
signals from distant planets, suspicion of organic life on 
nearby planets, the nearest planets, the nearest star, ex- 
ploration of the moon, life as it appeared on the earth 
three billion years ago, and a look into the near future. 
1967 


TEACHER TRAINING 


T-118 Into Secondary School (b/w) 20 mins. 
Nuffield film on teaching of Mathematics in England. Large 
group team-teaching instruction, with many smaller groups 
working on special projects. Cards outline problem, with 
necessary material required for solutions. Creative ideas are 
encouraged. 1968 


T-120 No Limit to Learning (colour) 30 mins. 
Explains to Junior High School students the importance of 
investigating the range of opportunities for post-secondary 
education and training, including junior colleges, technical 
institutes, four-year colleges and business education pro- 
grams. 1964 


T-121 The Remarkable Schoolhouse (colour) 25 mins. 
Surveys of a variety of technological innovations in elemen- 
tary and junior high school education are made in this film. 
It broadly outlines the role of machines in the educational 
system, and demonstrates the increased pupil involvement 
which results from the so-called ‘‘new hardware’’. 1967 


T-119 We’re Gonna Have Recess (colour) 10 mins. 
This is a candid camera view of the school yard during 
recess when, within a space of fifteen minutes, hearts are 
broken, scores are settled, secrets told, and where a bouncing 
ball or turning rope still tell the future to a chanted rhyme. 
Filmed without commentary, this is a small world and a 
brief one, but a world of childhood that everyone will 
recognize. 1967

Th.A-1 The Art of Mime (b/w) 29 mins. 
Tony Montanaro is young, talented, and dedicated. His en- 
thusiasm for mime is contagious. Film concentrates on the 
training, discipline and ingenuity of the artist through events 
in Mr. Montanaro’s life, off and on the stage. 1966 


Th.A-2 Creative Drama: The First Steps (colour) 28 mins. 
Depicts a fourth grade class being introduced to creative 
drama. Shows how the children are guided in using their 
own ideas and imagination. . 1962 


Th.A-3 Mrs. Ryan’s Drama Class (b/w) 34 mins. 
This film is a documentary about the personal involvement 
of Toby Ryan in an attempt to introduce creative drama to 
Grade 7 and 8 classes in an inner-city school. Her efforts in 
trying to motivate those youngsters are finally rewarded by 
the large measure of success seen in sequences of dramatic 
presentations presented for the school audience. 1968 


TECHNOLOGY 


TE-34 Alouette, Canada’s First Satellite (b/w) 5 mins. 
Design, construction, function, and launching of Canada’s 
first earth satellite. On the other side of the ionosphere, the 
Alouette tracks solar disturbances that affect radio com- 
munication and transmits much useful information for re- 
search purposes. 1963 


TE-35 Auxiliary Views: Single Auxiliaries (b/w) 23 mins. 
Reviews orthographic projection and describes the true shape 
of an object with one or more slanting faces. The film ex- 
plains auxiliary projection through three-dimensional techni- 
que. Discusses auxiliary elevations, right and left auxiliary 
views, and front and back auxiliary views. 1947 


TE-31 Canadian Wood Frame Houses (colour) 15 mins. 
An intriguing demonstration of how quickly and tastefully 
row houses can be built with few men but with plenty of 
versatile Canadian lumber and skills. The scene is Harlow, a 
planned satellite town near London, England. Here we see 
the site prepared, the semi-assembled structure trucked into 
place and erected; then, in a very short time, all the work 
of interior installations and finishing. 1967 


TE-36 The Circarc Gear (colour) 10 mins. 
Gears are widely used for the mechanical transmission of 
power. This film explains how they work, illustrating the 
limitations of traditional, involute gear tooth shapes which 
are small areas of contact and can therefore transmit only a 
relatively small load. The development of improved gear 
design is shown, with the work of Wildhaber (USA, 1926) 
and Novikov (USSR, 1958) leading to the Circarc gear, 
which has concave and convex tooth profiles projected into 
helical form. Circarc gears are shown to have greatly in- 
creased efficiency, utilizing more surface area to distribute 
stress and smoothly transmitting four times the load that 
could be transmitted by traditional gears of equivalent 
size. Oil distribution is also compared in the two types of 
gears. 1965 


TE-37 Diesel Engine (Ideal Diesel Cycle) (b/w) 8 mins. 
Six processes repeated in the diesel engine cycle are ex- 
plained with the aid of diagrams showing the motion of the 
piston in a cylinder. Ideal conditions are assumed and the 
resulting ideal diesel cycle is plotted on a pressure-volume 
diagram while the actual processes are taking place. Factors 
affecting efficiency are discussed. 1952 


TE-32 Introduction to Control (colour) 20 mins. 
This film defines and illustrates control principles; analyzing 
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each stage in a control system: putting intention into action 
by gathering information through feedback; using equip- 
ment to match the accuracy required; correcting distur- 
bances automatically, with speed, precision, and stability. 
We see the principles involved illustrated in a wide range of 
application, and how the human element is by-passed and 
mechanical and electronic instruments are used for detec- 
tion of disturbance, regulation, and vigilance. Mechanical 
and electronic feedback systems are compared. The use of 
the computer is setting the electronic regulator for accuracy 
and stability and for programming and storing instructions 
is shown. Finally, the film presents the possibility of a self- 
sufficient control system, looking into new aspects of con- 
trol and future application. 1965 


TE-38 Introduction to Jet Engines (colour) 14 mins. 
A vivid, realistic view of the inside of a modern jet engine. 
Animated drawings in full colour show simply and clearly 
how a jet engine develops thrust. Both the centrifugal and 
axial flow engines are graphically illustrated. Although 
designed for the instruction of Air Force ground technicians, 
the subject and style of the film is so simple and inherently 
dramatic that it will please a wide variety of audiences.

TE-33 Portable Power Tools (colour) 17 mins. 
Describes a variety of portable electric tools commonly 
found in the school shop and at home, including the elec- 
tric drill, belt sander, orbital sander, and saber saw. Em- 
phasizes safety practices and care in treatment of power 
tools. 1968 


TE-39 Production Control (Part 11) (b/w) 10 mins. 
The three final steps in production control (scheduling, 
dispatching, and follow-up) are considered in this film. It 
demonstrates the use of the master schedule and of the 
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shop schedule, and shows dispatching in both centralized 
and de-centralized forms. 1951 


TE-40 School Shop Safety (colour) 15 mins. 
Safety is the first lesson taught in school shops. This film 
emphasizes basic safety practices to be observed when using 
various materials, hand tools, power tools, heated materials, 
and electricity. Paying careful attention to safety rules is the 
first good habit of safety in any school shop. 1967 


TE-41 Science, Seedbed of Industry (colour) 26 mins. 
A presentation of a few of many discoveries made by 
scientists at Canada’s National Research Council, Ottawa, 
that have become patented and manufactured. The film 
describes the origins of some of the inventions, invites 
scientists to explain, and looks in on factories where various 
items are mass produced. 1967 


TE-42 Selection of Dimension (b/w) 18 mins. 
The film introduces principles governing choice of dimen- 
sions and shows them to be based on two factors. Interpre- 
tation and application of these factors to a specific object 
are shown as a guide for more general application. 1947 


TE-43 Wavemakers, The (colour) 20 mins. 
An engineer demonstrates how models are constructed as 
part of designing major technological projects in hydro- 
dynamics. Problems are solved by this method before the 
blueprints are given to the construction contractors. 1968 


TE-44 We Build for the World (colour) 10 mins. 
What the civil engineering student has learnt at school he 
will soon be putting to good use on a project such as a new 
power station. Whether the problem be one of physics, soil 
mechanics or tidal movement, there is no room for error. 
Computers, models, wind-tunnels are all part of the civil 
engineer’s trade. 1967
